tothe incapacity of the authorities to cope with |‘ 
the situation and the filthy condition of the 
town. To one who has never been through 
that section of the Russinn provinces it is hard 
to understand the state of affairs in the towns 
and villages. There are no sewers and no at- 
tempt is made at drainage further than 
to carry the filth from near the 
houses. Pools of stagnant wat- 


er abound in the streets of the country vil- 


lages, and the only cleansing the town receives 
1s from occasional heavy rains. The famine 
has left the people weak and emaciated, with- 
out proper food and medicines, or the ability 
to procure the needed supplies. 

Cholera could not have come at a worse 
time. The food used. by the people is de- 
scrided as injurious, and the risk of contagion 
in the province of Astrakhan is increased by 
the inhabit ants eating putrid fish, which con- 
stitutes the diet of many of the poorer peo- 
ple at the present time. Rumors were re- 
ceived in St. Petersburg that the cholera had 
appeared in Romanoff and Rybinsk. Iu Baku 
there were but four doctors who volunteered 
to attend the patients in the cholera hospital. 
The hospitals in that town are entirely inade- 
quate, and medicines and disinfectants could 
only be secured by the payment of exorbitant 
prices. 

Special advices the same day from: Saratoz, 
eapital of the province of the same name, re- 
ported that twenty new cases of cholera had 
dé veloped and that eight deaths had occurred. 
In Astrakhan there were nineteen new cases 
and forty-five in Rhodesta. The St. Peters- 
burg correspondents of the London papers 
telegraphed the same day: Cholera appears 
to be advancing towards Moscow. It is pri- 
vately reported that the disease has appeared 
on the other side of the Volga in Samaria. 
The mortality is increasing in Baku and its 
suburbs. 

Virulent Cases Reported. 

Each day, according to reports, saw an in- 
crease in its severity, and towns that had not 
before been infected were said to have num- 
bers of cases in a virulent form. The disease 
reached Tsaritsin in the Government of 
Saratoff speedily and fifteen cases and six 
deaths were reported. In the City of Saratoff 
there were reported twenty-nine new cases 
and six deaths. At Baku, where the cholera 
first appeared in an epidemic form, the deaths 
increased to 100 a day, and the report came 
there that the disease was rapidly increasing 
in severity throughout the Caucasus. The 
Caspian Steamship company was ordered to 
suspend operations, and the vessels belonging 
to the line were taken by the government as 
floating hospitals and a medical staff was ap 
pointed for each. 

Great difficulty has been experienced’ in 
getting reports from the infected districts that 
were at all correct. The Russian Government 
issued strict orders that no newspaper should 
publish reports other than those obtained from 
or verified by the government officials. 
Several sanitary corps were sent to the 
infected district, gomg first to Baku 
and then through Transcaspia. It 
was reported Wednesday that the cholera was 
prevalent in Kostroma, 200 miles northeast of 
Moscow, and the Assistant Minister of the 
Interior was dispatched to that place to in- 
vestigate the report. He will personally 
investigate the sanitary condition of the town, 
and if he finds it true that the disease has 
really appeared there he will take all the 
measures possible to prevent its spreading. 

An official notification has been sent out to 
the effect that, should the cholera epidemic 
continue, the fair held annually in the Town 
of Nijnii Novgorod would be prohibited this 


year. 
PHILADELPHIA AUTHORITIES ACTIVE 


Danger of Contagion Has Awakened Them 
to the Necessity of Work. 

Purrapetpraia, Pa., July 7.—[Special. ]— 
The health authorities of Philadelphia have 
already awakened to the dangers of a cholera 
scourge, This city was visited in 1832, when 
hundreds died, and again in the 30˙8 the 
plague paid a visit. Since then the city has 
been particularly free of epidemic diseases, 
excepting the smallpox, with which it was 
afflicted two years ago. Health Officer Veale 
recently declared in favor of a plan that 
would result in citizens’ assuciations in every 
ward of the city tolook after the health of 
their districts. Begining with June 1 an extra 
force of nuisance inspectors were put at work 
and a heroic effort made to clean up the city. 
This work will soon be followed up with re- 
newed vigor. 

Philadelphia has nothing to fear from in- 
coming vessels. At the Delaware break water, 
108 miles from this port, is the United States 
hospital, where all contagious or .nfectious 
diseases are treated when discovered on in- 
coming vessels. The quarantine sixteen miles 
below the city is the next safeguard: At this 
time Port Physician Herbst and President 
Ford of the Health Board are clashing be- 
cause the former desired to allow the Ameri- 
ican line steamer Indiana to come up to its 
dock with a case of smallpox.on board. The 
Indiana is in quarantine and a legal fight is 
in progress. 

The numerous heavy rains in the regions 


above Philadelphia, whence is derived the 


supply of drinking water, has resulted in a 
compound that resembles yellow lemonade, 
Today one-fourth of all the residents of the 
city have diarrhea and bowel complaint. The 
only point which cholera could creep in is by 
rail. Persons affected could readily come 
here from New York or Baltimore after land- 
ing from foreign vessels. In this way several 
cases of typlius-fever were recently intro- 
duced, but they were quickly sta.nped out. If 
cholera becomes worse abroad inspectors will 
be appointed by the Health Board here to 
look after all arriving trains. 


AS WELL PREPARED AS ANY CITY. 


Secretary Kellogg of the Health Depart- 
ment Talks of a Cholera Epidemic, 

Joseph Kellogg, Secretary of the Health 
Department, said in regard to questions re- 
garding the possibility of cholera reaching 
Chicago: 

“This city is as well prepared to meet 
cholera, if it should come, as any city in the 
country. We have been unfortunate in hav- 
ing such a large rainfall. Stagnant water 
all over the city has to be disposed of. An- 
other difficulty met with is the servant girl 
who goes out in the alley and dumps a dish- 
pan full of garbage occasionally. So 
many of our alleys are unpaved that the 
stuff gets rubbed into the soil. When the hot 
weather comes on this nuisance becomes a 
menace, This sanitary question must be 
made a personal question with every man, 
woman, and child in the city. 

„So far this summer the death rate has 
been moderate. Although the population of 
the city has increased faster since last sum- 
mer than is ‘usual in a given time 
the number of deaths for the last 
two weeks bas deen less than 
the corresponding two weeks last year. For 
the week ending this afternoon there have 
been 418 deaths, or one or to every 3,397 
people, according to the latest enumeration. 
So far as the Health Department is concerned 
I can think of no precautions against disease 
that could be taken within our means that 
have not been taken.“

NO POWER TO STAY THE FLAMES. 


The Population of St. Johns Is Homeless 
Relief for the Sufferers. 

Harrrax, N. S., July 9.—Little word has 
been received from St. Johns today, All ‘the 
advices indicate that the fire is even more dis- 
astrous and of greater magnitude than was 
gt first reported. What has been gleaned 
from short dispatches follows: About 4 
o’clock yesterday a house on Long’s Hill was 
discovered to be on fire. The firemen re- 
sponded promptly to the alarm, but when 
they arrived the southwest wind that was pre- 
vailing had caused the fire to spread to an ad- 
joining building, which was then burning fu- 
riously, 

Desperate efforts were made to stay the 
progress of the fire, but it was soon seen that 
these would prove fruitless. Most of the 
houses on Long’s Hill were old wooden oues, 
and they caught fire and burned with great 


rapidity. “Large burning brands were caught’ 


up by the wind and carried to rows of ‘other 
structures, which were soon burning furiously. 

It was seen that the fire department was 
helpless and people living in the path the fire 


was destined to take began to re- 
move their portable hobsehold effects 
and valuables, It is feated that 


some of these people lost their lives by their 
foolhardiness in returning to their homes 
when the flames were close upon them. While 
these dwelling-houses were burning unhin- 
dered it was found that the new Methodist 
College was on ‘fire. Efforts were made to

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Many of these were dwelling-houses, and 
their occupants have been compelled to seek 
refuge in the fields. The military authorities 
have furnished them with as many tents as 
possible, and the civil authorities are doing 
everything in their power to alleviate the dis- 
tress. Many of these unfortunate people 
have lost everything they had in the world, 
and imperative calls will be made upon char- 
ity in their behalf. 

This morning the fire communicated to the 
seal oil factories and stores on the bay. shore 


and the whole south side of the city was burn-

Another dispatch says that fire has broken 
out in Monkstown, in which are situated the 
residences of the most wealthy inhabitants of 
the town. 

Baltdinge Precautions Were Unsvalling. 

The principal street of St. Johns is more 
than a mile in length, and every building on 
it was of stone or brick. After the fire in 
1846 the authorities refused to permit wooden 
buildings to be erected on the street, This 
street has been practically destroyed. Every- 
thing has been destroyed from Birch’s Cove 
east to the wharves of the Allan Steamship 


company. Over this distance the flames made 


a clean sweep. 

From what can be judged from the reports 
received here it is estimated that at least 
15,000 persons are homeless. 

Upon learning of the’ terrible conflagration 
the Mayor called a tneeting of citizens for the 
purpose of taking steps to provide relief. In 
consequence of his call a large number of citi- 
zens assembled at the Mayor’s office today. A 
committee was appointed, and its members 
immediately purchased $6,000 worth of pro- 
visions and lumber. The steamer Ulunda 
will sail hence this evening for St. John’s 
with the committee’s purchases on board. 
The cargo consists of twenty chests of tea, 275 
barrels of flour, 100 poun f cornmeal, 150 
pounds of biscuits, fifty pountis of pork, five 
barrels of molasses, 35,000 spruce boards, 150 
tents, and four marquees, to be used to ghel- 
ter the people rendered homeless. 

The military and naval authorities have also 
sent a lot of tents andcanvas. A public 
meeting will be held Monday to establish 
more general relief, Gov. Daily and Arch- 
bishop O’Brien this mornmg telegraphed to 
the Newfoundland Government a message of 
sym pathy. 

Admiral Hopkins is codperating with the city 
authorities and is holding the fast cruiser 
Magicienne in readiness to transport supplies. 

H. M. S. Blake sails for St. Johns tonight. 
It is one of the tastest sailers of the day and 
will probaby reach there in twenty-four hours, 
providing there is no fog. 

Insurance Losses Over $2,500,000, 

It is reported that the British Government 
will give £25,000 and the City of London 
£6,000 to the sufferers. 

It is said that the Queen Insurance com- 
pany will lose $300,000, the Phoenix $200,000, 
and that the total insurance loss will exceed 
$2,500,000, 3 

All the government records have been 
burned and many lives have doubtless been 
lost, All the stores and provisions have been 
lost, and forest fires raging all around the 
city prevent communication except by water, 
so that unless succor comes in plenty and at 
once many must die of starvation.

and Stays the Work of Rescue. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 9.—By a series of 
explosions this morning at the works of the 
Giant Powder company and the San Fran- 
cisco Chemical works at Highland. twelve 
miles from this city, property worth about 
$850,000 was destroyed and an unknown nuin- 
ber of persons were killed. There were over 
100 persons, mostly Chinamen, employed at 


the powder mills, Five persons are known to 


be dead. Nearly all of those who escaped 
death were wounded, many ot them so se- 
riously that they will die. The bodies of three 
white men and two Chinamen have been re- 
covered. The white men were identified as 

BOWE, JOHN, married. 

DICKERSON, WALLACE, ; 

GU BERLICE, CHARLES, 27 years old; single.

San Francisco Was Shaken- 

At 9:23 o’clock this morning this city was 
shaken from end toend by aterrible explosion. 
what it was or where it occurred no one could 
tell. Before the people had recovered their 
equanimity another explosion fully as severe 
as the first again shook buildings and caused 
windows to rattle. The people began to real- 
ize that only the explosion of a powder mill 
could have produced a shock of that nature. 
This explanation had hardly been arrived at 
when at 9:30 there occurred such a teggific ex- 
plosion as shattered windows all over town 
and blew in skylights, broke plate-glass win- 
dows on Montgomery avenue, California 
street, Montgomery street, Kearney street, and 
other thoroughfares, and caused the people to 
rush into the streets as though a convulsion 
was about to tumble all the buildings about 
their ears. 

Consternation was still at its height when 
there followed two more shocks little less se- 
vere than the terriflo one which had just been 
felt. Glass rattled into the street all over the 
city, and nota few buildings, according to 
their inmates, came near collapsing. The men 
in the tower of the fire alarm station were sure 
that structure was going to collapse. At the 
Palace Hotel there was great fear among the 
guests, and all over the city there was created 
a feeling of alarm. The intensity of the shock 
can be appreciated when it is knuwn that it 
was distinctively felt at Sacramento, eighty 
miles distant, and that windows were " cracked 
at Napa and other points along the bay shore, 
twenty-five miles froin the scene of the explo- 
sion. 

Along the east side of San Francisco Bay 
are a number of large powder manufactories 
which have been the scene of periodical ex- 
plosions in which a number of lives have been 
lost. At Highland, about half a mile from 
West Berkeley. and north of Berkeley and 
Oakland, are located the works of the Giant 
Powder company, consisting of chemical 
works, mixing, and packing houses, five large 
buildings in all, together with three large 
powder magazines anda number of small 
ones, and it was here that the explosion oc- 
curred this morning. 

Began in the Nitro-Glycerine Works. 

The explosion began in the nitro- 
glycerine works, and concussion soon caused 
the explosion in one of the magazines. 
Flames also broke out to add to the danger, 
and though a wrecking train had promp ly 
been sent from Oakland the efforts of the 


ing off the great crowds ot people ti:at pressed 


forward to the scene, for within 200 yards of 


the flames, unknown to many, was a maga- 
zine containing 300 tons of black powder the 
explosion of which would have caused a ter- 
rible fatality. 

The work of gathering the remains of the 
dead and caring for auy who might have es- 
caped from the flames and ruins was pushed 
forward as rapidly as possible, but the scene 
was one of such confusion and danger that the 
work was slow at the best. The flames from 
the burning packing and mixing houses were 
terrific and drove the crowds back repeatedly. 
Chinamen were huddled together in little 
knots with scorched faces ana hands, and 
their suffering was intense. Even the surgeons 
were prevented from passing the guards, for 
the largest of the black powder magazines 
lay just over the brow of the hill and the 
flames from the burning wreckage were ereep- 
ing nearer and nearer to it. From the top of 
the hill, just about the magazine, could be 


seen evidences of the explosion. On the 
western slope the scattered tim- 
rs. of the giant powder-house 


were blazing furiously, while a little yellow 
stream trickling down toward the bay showed 
where the contents of the acid tanks had emp- 
tied themselves. All the mixing and packing 
houses .of the black powder department and 
sulphur mill were in ashes, The damage to 
the black powder works alone, whichisa 
complete wreck, will amount to over 75.000. 

The first explosion that occurred caused the 
giant powder magazine to go up. The black 
powder mills lay directly in the path 
of the explosion, and burning brands 
were _ heaped upon the already 
wrecked buildings. Almost before © the 
frightened Chinamencould collect their senses 
the powder in the black mills had exploded. 
It was for a long time impossible to gain any 
idea of the number of lives lost. The com 
pany declined to give out any particulars and 
as most of the men employed were Chinese 
names were not obtainable. However 
estimate was made at 1 o’clock that there 
were 104 men in the mill, 101 of whom were 
Chinamen, but there was reason to believe 
that that estimate was far in excess of th 
actual casualty. The cause of the —ͤ— 
is said to have been the upsetting of a bottle 
of acid in the office, which set fire to the build- 
ing. . 

Feared to Fight the Flames. 

Early this afternoon no one would approach 
the magazine which had not exploded and 
which was surrounded by fire, o one was 
within a mile of the magazine and no effort 
was being made to stay the progress of the 
flames. The five previous explosions were 
each of less than 100 tons, but over 300 tons of 
giant powder and dynamite were stored in the 
large magazine, Fortunately, however, the 
fire kept away from the main magazine and 
an explosion did not occur there. 

Three white men who were working in the 
nitro-glycerine house were killed. They were 
John Bowe, Wallace Dickerson, and Charles 
Guberlige. Their bodies were found. The 
head engineer of the glycemne-house was 
blown twenty feet and knocked insensible. 
The first explosion gave the men in the other 
departments warning and they ran in time to 

escape. 

Mrs. Painter of West Berkeley, who was 
sick, was so affected that she is believed to be 
dying. A bay named Borchero was blown 
through the roof of one of the buildings, He 
is suffering from concussion of the brain and 
may die. The body of a Chinaman was found 
on the railroad track half a mile from the 
works. The remains of a Chinese boy, fright- 
fully mangled, were found near the scene. 
John Farley, a workman, who was walking 
near the mixing house, was blown into the bay, 
but swam out. 

»The bodies of the three white men were 
found in the rubbish terribly mangled. Dick- 
erson’s arms were broken and twisted 
and his eyes were blown out. The others 
were sadly mutilated. Bowe was thrown 
into the water close at hand, where the body 
was found and taken up by his comrades.

Litzenberg Discharged from Jail. 

By order of Judge Collins, Thomas Litzen- 
berg was discharged yesterday from the Coun- 
ty Jail. He is the nephew of the late Vice- 
President Hendricks, and was arrested in 
July, 1891, on a charge of burglary. Litzen- 
berg was caught in the house of Edward Hul- 
ing, Thirty-ninth street and Grand boulevard.

The case at 
the time of the man’s arrest excited consid- 
erable interest from the standing of his fam- 
ily. Only a few years ago Litzenberg cut an 
important figure in Indiana politics, and 
came within a few votes of being elected 
Lieutenant-Governor of the State. He was 
Vice-President of a bank at Indianapolis and 
was highly respected. 


Is Charged with Forgery.

The Republican County Committee Called 
to Meet Tomorrow—The Necessity for 
Close Attention to Democratic Naturali- 
zation Schemes Is Urgent—Conventions 
Will Not Be Called with Undue Haste 
Character of Democrats Who Are Al- 
ready Out for the Spoils, 

Following closely on the action of the Dem- 
ocratic County Central committee in declar- 
ing the campaign open here, the Republicans 
are beginning to prepare for action. At the 
instance of the Republican State committee, 
a call has been issued for a meeting of the Re- 
publican County Central committee, at the 
Clark street headquarters, at 3 o’clock tomor- 
row afternoon. The members of the State 
Subcommittees on Naturalization and Orgen- 
ization will attend the meeting to urge on the 
County committee the necessity for vigilance 
and activity. | 

The County committee has been doing noth- 
ing in the matter of naturalization, though a 
resolution in favor of suth action was passed 
some months ago. The members of the com- 
mittee seem to devote most of their time 
howadays to making impossible slates 
for the fall campaign in this county, 
Chairman Clark of the State committee 
will be here Monday to impress on the Cook 
County men that slate-making is not the most 
important business politicians can engage in 
at this time. He will probably call their at- 
tention to the fact that the Democrats are 
working their naturalization mill to its full 
capacity, and that they are preparing to run 
one or two additional ones with the aid of the 
Democratic Judges of the courts) He may 
pertinently ask whether the Republicans are 
watching the proceedings of the enemy in this 
respect, and whether they are taking pains to 
ascertain if the men to whom citizen’s papers 
are being given by the courts are entitied to 
them under the law. He may also ask why 
the Republicans are not taking measures to 
facilitate the naturalization of foreign-born 
persons of Republican proclivities. . 

Should be Stirred into Activity. 

That the committee heeds to be stirred up 
in this matter there is no doubt. It has done 
nothing and willdo nothing unless strongly 
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ndeed, there is a tty strong impres- 
sion that it would be ter if the subzom- 
mittee of the State Committee on Naturaliza- 
tion were to take hold of this work. The 
members of that committee are James Pease 
and Ur. Jamieson of Chicago and Mr. Clark 
of Vandalia. All three are energetic, wide- 
awake, and capable men, Mr, Pease and 
Dr. Jamieson know the city thor- 
oughly. They know what the Democrats 
are doing, and they are fully competent to 
take the necessary measures to prevent nat- 
uralization frauds, which the Detmocrats will 
attempt if they are not clasely watched. They 
also know where the foreign born persons of 
Republican tendencies are to be found. They 
can reach them and succeed in having those 
who are entitied to become citizens duly nat- 
uralized. Some of the more discreet mem- 
bers of the County committee are disposed to 
leave the matter in the hands of Mr. Pease 
and Dr. Jamieson, and to-appoint a subcom- 
mittee from the County committee to codper- 
ate with them. An arrangement of this kind 
would be satisfactory all around. 

’Tis a Time to Masten Slowly, 

Notwithstanding’ the statements to the con- 
trary, there is no intention on the part of any 
considerable number of members of the 
County committee at this tume to urge the 
calling of conventions, county, Congressional, 
or Senatorial. It is believed there will be 
time eng yy that. A majority of the mem- 
bers say it would be as well to wait and 
see what the Democrats propose to do, and 
there is little doubt but that this advice will 
be taken. There are some difficulties in the 
political situation in this county which have to 
be settled before the conventions are called, and 
the interposition of the. State committee may 
be necessary for a satisfactory adjustment. 
For instance, there are a number of ward 
politicians of meager ability and shady repu- 
tation, who are seeking DOminatons for Sen- 
ators and Assemblymen, who have to be 
guarded against. Their nominations would 
mean defeat, and defeat would mean the con- 
ferring on the Democrets at Springfield next 
winter of the control of the Senate and the 
House, a control which they would utilize for 
the gerrymandering of the State, so as to insure 
the election of a Democratic United States Sena- 
tor to succeed Mr. Cullom and the election of 
from fourteen to eighteen Democrats as Con- 
gressmen from this State biennially. The 
matter, under the circumstances, is one for 
the interference of the representative body 
of the Republicans of the State.

There is a demand, too, for young 
men. There is strong opposition to the idea 
of a perpetual officeholders’ ticket, and the 
barnacles are likely to be rubbed off at some 
points. Of course where a public officer has 
given conspicuous satisfaction there is always 
a good reason and strong pressure for his re- 
nomination. 

It is generally understood that a branch 
office for the National committee of the party 
will be opened in Chicago. main head- 
quarters will be in New York, because of the 


importance of the Empire State in this 


campaign, but it is fully realized 
that there should be closer connection between 
the committee and the Western Republican 
States than is afforded by a management of 
the campaign from New York City alone. It 
is believed that if a branch office be estab- 
lished here it will be put in charge of John R. 
Tanner, and that he was placed on the Ex- 
ecutive committee by Mr. Campbell with 
that end in view. There would be the most 
cordial coéperation between Mr. Tanner and 
Chairman Clark of the State committee, a co- 
operation which would lead to good work and 
assured success.

It has been a question which would benefit the 
locked out men the most, to have the troops come 
here and take possession of the works or not.

Hugh O'Donnell and other leading 
workmen bere say that in their opinion a sec- 
ond conflict is to come and that the firm is 
massing Pinkerton forces N to a 
second raid. O'Donnell said this afternoon 
that their news was tothe effect that towns 
surrounding Homestead and the City of Pitts- 
burg had large numbers of strangers in them 
and they believed the Pinkertons were getting 
ready for another move. The opinion was ex- 
pressed that this move would be delayed until 
the firm had secured a sufficient number of 
non-union men to come here to work to justi- 
fy the starting of the fires. A strong. guard 
would then be thrown in here if possible. Any 

ch attempt, the men say, will be as fiercely 
résisted as the previous one. The fight will be 
kept up even though the firm should gain an 

at rance. 
How Lone They Could Last. 

There are some citizens of Homestead well 
informed about the mill men, who place the 
time necessary to compel] the men to give in 
as low as four months, though admitting if 
they will sacrifice a great deal they can hold 
out much longer. 

The endurance of the firm is also a matter 
of some doubt. It is immensely rich, deter- 
minea, and doubtless well considered its pres- 
ent course, but every day means big losses 
and the shipping away of trade to other con- 
cerns, The Homestead plant is one of the 
largest producers of steel beams in the United 
States and a few years ago was the sole maker 
of this stuff. These beams are now extensively 
used in the construction of large buildings. 
Several new firins are tow making them 
and a considerable part of the company’s 
trade may be diverted to other works never 
to be regained, There is a considerable quan- 
tity of finished products now in the works, 
but it is highly probable that any attempt to 
remove this material would meet with vigor- 
ous opposition from the locked-out men. 


Condition of the Fortifications. 


The fortifications'used by the strikers have 
been moved about in such a manner as to 
strengthen the weak points of the river bank. 
If equal precautions’ have been taken on the 
other side of the works the strikers have an 
almost impregnable fort and it will take a 
large force of men to dislodge them. 

The piles of coke, coal, and brick in the 
yard form excellent bréastworks around the 
outside of the plant. Back of these the bridge 
iron, which has been lying there ever since the 
mill shut down, bas been piled up and ar- 
ranged in rows in such a manner that sev- 
eral hundred men can fire from behind them. 
The breastworks are so arranged that if the 
men in possession are driven from one puint 
they can get behind another shelter by re- 
treating a few steps, and can continue in the 
same course until driven inside the new con- 
verting mill. 

Surrounding the converting mill is a pile of 
pig-iron about fifteen feet high, on the other 
side of which is a deep ditch. Any party in- 
trenched in this fortification can easily held 
it against three times its number, as the de- 
fenses are so erected as to be barriers in the 
way ofa charging party. Should an attempt 
be made to carry the works by force there 
will undoubtedly be much bloodshed, as the 
men are well armed and amply suppiied with 
ammunition. 0

PLEA OF THK STRIKERS, 


The Homestead Men Issue a General 
Statement to the Public, 

Homesreap, Pa., July 9.—The following 

statement was given out tonight by the Home- 


stead iron and steel workers: 
The differences existing between the Carnegie 
company and their employés at Homestead have 
drawn from H. C. Frick a statement of the points 
in dispute which makes neeessary a feply in 
order that wrong impressions of the conditions 
may not be received by the public. 5 
It is asserted that the employés combined with 
others of their trade, forming the Amalgamated 
Association, with absolute control over the Home- 
stead works, This charge can only be supported 
to the satisfaction of those who deny the right of 
the employé to enter objection to any cenditions 
offered by the employer. The wor men . at 
Homestead nor any other of the husdreds of 
mills organized into the Amalgamated Association 
have no desire to dictate the wages they shall re- 
ceive; but they see no od reason why they 
should not-exercise the privilege of engaging 
with their employer in the controversy 
through which the rate of compensation 
for their labor is fred. The workmen 
are now, as they always have been, prepared to 
meet the representatives of the company and dis 
cuss the provisions contained in the scale sub- 
mitted by them. If the conference already held 
inion to bring about a settlement it qannot 
d that this was the fault of the wo men. 
The scale under which the men at Hpmestead 
were working was arranged in July of . The 
rate of wa was fixed according te the selling 
price of 4x4 emer steel billets, the wages ad- 
vaneing and declining with the selling price of 
that article. It was provided that the minimam 
should be $25. Complaint is made that no 
minimum should have been = insisted 
upon. It the experience of the 
iron and steel workers that some prevention 
is necessary to protect themeelves from being re- 
duced to an — 1 ——— low rate of pay ps the ac- 
ceptance by the manufacturers of sales below cur- 
rent rates. As the workingmen do not sell the 
product there must be a point where reduction in 
wages by reason of low figured sales shall cease. 
It is alleged that labor organizations are in- 
jurious alike to the toilers and those by whom 
they are employed; in substantiation of which it 
is cited by the firm that there is no organization 
among their employés at Braddock’ nor Du- 
quesne steel works; that the men there are 
satisfied, that they wages, 
and no strike has ocenrred at 
those works since the institytion of 
that management. It may be said that the satis- 
faction of which Mr. Frick speaks as ¢xisting at 
the above works is forced rather than voluntary, 
as may be proven by the many efforts qt the men 
in these mills to organize themselves in secrecy. 
Knowledge of such intention com to the ears 
of the company would and was followed by dis- 
charge. The wages enjoyed by the mon at Brad- 
dock and Duquesne are the direct regult of the 
rate of compensation sustained by the organized 
iron and steel workers. While they are not or- 
ganized in these mills the rate of pay for the class 
of work done by them, fixed by their organized 
fellow-tradesmen, determines the pay t can 
command their services. Itis the custom of the 
employers of non-union men iu the iron and steel 
tr 
mated scale in order to secure the services of men 
of that trade. It is found, however, to.be invaria- 
bly the case that these employers. while they. pay 
the rates provided by the Amalgamatéd Associa- 
tion, the men are required to accept) conditions 
which are tantamount to a reduced rate, although 
not appearing on the face. We hava reason to 
believe that the non-union plants of Braddock and 
Duquesne can be proven to be no exception to this 


rule, 

The introduction of improved machinery, to 
which reference is inade by the company, has dis- 
placed men that were necessary before the intro- 
duction of such machinery, and in this manner re- 
pays the cost of the investment. The output of a 
mill is always conside when arraiging scales, 
and if increase of output without increase of 
labor to the workmen is brought about by im- 
provements there is every opportunity offered by 
the workmen to arrive, through conference, at an 
equitable rate; but when the employer ref uses to 
engage in discussion with the employé on the 
matter all hope of a just settlement ig lost. 

An attempt is made to lead the public into the 
belief that the number of men affected by the re- 
duction are few. Here, again, it becomes neces- 
sary to impress on the public nund the fact that 
there are three distinct propositions ¢ontained in 
the dispute —namely : 

A redaction in the minimum; another reduction 
oh the propurtionate rate of pay, thus making a 
double reduction; and that the scale terminate 
Dec. 31, 1893, instead of June Y., 1894. 

It must be underst that while all of these 
propositions do not affect the whole of the Home- 
stead workmen, few of the 3,800 employés of that 
place escape without being affectefl by one or 
more ofits provisions.

ATTEMPTED TO MURDER MR. MANNING.

Delegates from Alabama to the People's 

Party Convention Relate a Strange Storr. 

Brruineuam, Ala., July 9.-—-[Special.|—J. 
C. Manning, editor of the Alabama. Reformer, 
State third party lecturer, and the man who 
placed Gen. Weaver in nomination at Omaha, 
with other delegates arrived in the city yester- 
day evening. The following is told by the dele- 
gates of anarrow escape of Manning from assas- 
sination on the train going into St. Joseph, Mo. 

It seems that Manning has rooms at the 
Acme Hotel in this city, and some time ago he 
noticed a man about the hotel who was eymg 
him strangely. The stranger was dressed in 
a light suit of clothes, was above medium 
height, had a light mustache, blue eyes, and 
florid complexion. 

His attention to Manning excited comment 
and became offensive to him. One night he 
started to follow him to his room, but Man- 
ning ordered him down-stairs in a brusque 
fashion and after that saw no more of him. 

At Omaha Mannmg was surprised to see 
this mysterious stranger turn up in the hotel 
lobby and renew his unwelcome attentions. 
Wherever he went he was sure to find the 
silent stranger's eyes bent on him. The Ala- 
bama delegates camé back on the same train 
with the Kansans, and en route Manning 
went back to the Kansans’ car to close a con- 
tract with Mrs. Vickery, Vice-President of 
the State Alliance out there, to come to Ala- 
bama and make some People’s party speeches. 

On looking around he met the haunting 
eyes of the stranger. He seated himself by 
Mrs, Vickery, and the man came and took a 
seat near by. The woman noticed the unsex- 
plainable conduct of the individual, who wore 
a Kansas badge, but was unknown to any of 
the Kansas delegates. 

She called Manning’s attention to the man. 
A little later on he ana Mrs. Vickery went 
into tne chair car and soon the stranger fol- 
lowed and took a seat near where Man- 
ning had settled himself for a nap. 

Just as the train began to slow up for St. 
Joseph, Manning was awakened by a woman’s 
loud scream. 

He started up to see Mrs. Vickery in the 
aisle ana the wnole car in a state of com motion. 
The mysterious stranger had been caught by 
the Kansas woman in the act of assassinating 
Manning. It seerns that her suspicions of the 
man were 80 much aroused that she only pre- 
tended to doze as she reclined in a chair and 
kept an eye on the stranger. 

The passengers one by one fell asleep. After 
awhile she saw the man get up carelessly and 
step across to Manning’s chair. Pausing over 
him he looked up and down the car twice 
then he caught Manning’s collar in one hand 
and was reaching fora knife with which to 
assassinate him. 

At this point the woman sprang up and 
screamed, at the same time seizing the villain 
by the arm that was reaching for the knife. 

The scream awakened the passengers and 
seeing himself foiled the would-be assassin 
turned and sprang through the door and 
leaped from the train. Who he was or whence 
he caine or why he attempted murder Man- 
ning cannot tell, 


JOHN BEERS PASSES AWAY. 


Death Caused by Apoplexy, the Result ofa 
Stroke of Paralysis. 

John Beers, one ef Chicago’s pioneers, died 
of apoplexy at his home, No. 3616 Ellis ave- 
nue, yesterday noon. The apoplexy was the 
result of paralysis, with which he 
was stricken March 1. Since that time 
he has deen an invalid, although’ 
not confined to his bed. The end came sud- 
denly, for Mr. Beers was around the house up 
to 11 o’clock yesterday mourning. 

Mr. Beers came to Chicago in 1847. With 
his N wife he made most of the 
journey fest dy stage coach. His 
native place was pencer, Mass. 
He was identified with the early history of 
Chicago, being almost the first tailor of 
preminence to open up a business here. In 
the fifties he was in business with Mr. 
Jenks, the firm being Jenks & Beers, 
clothiers and tailors. Their stand was 
in the ola Tremont House on Lake street. 

At different times Mr. Beers’ partners wero 
Fred Mills and Tertius Wadsworth, In the 
early times his fellow tailors were: William 
Glingman, Henry Turner, Edward Ely, H. H. 
Husted, A. D. Tidsworth, and William Downs. 
Fifteen years ago he opened a place of busi- 
ness in the Paliner House, where he had been 
actively engaged up to March 1 last, when his 
business was sold out because of his failing 
health. 

Among his customers were many distin- 
guished Chicagoans. He was known as an 
old school tailor, and many of the pioneers 
were his constant patrons. He knew nearly 
all the older citizens intimately. He was a 
member of the Merchant Tailors’ Exchange 
of Chicago. 

For thirty years Mr. Beers lived where the 
Auditorium now stands. He was living there 
when his house was sold to make room for the

built it, and for many years his store was lo- 
eated on the present site of the Auditorium 
tower. 

Mr. Beers leaves a widow and three chii- 
dren—Mrs. T. 8. Marsh, Mrs. F. M. Atwood, 
and John H. Beers. 

The funeral will be held at No. 3616 Ellis 
avenue next Tuesday, and the remains will be 
taken to Spencer, Mass., for interment.

BRUISED, BATTRRED PINKERTON 
MEN STEAL INTO CHICAGO, 


They Are Minus Badges, Buttons; and Rai- 
ment and Possess ef Wounds and 
Bruises—They Drop Off the Train by 
Twos and Threes at Suburban Stations— 
Afraid of a Mob Greeting—Celebrating 


Scores of Them Say. 

Part of the Pinkerton army which went 
down to Homestead to take possession of the 
Carnegie Steel Works returned from the cam- 
paign yesterday, bruised, battered, and minus 
badges, buttons, weapons, and baggage to a 
large extent. 

At 2:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon a spe- 
olal train of five coaches, belonging to the 
New York and West Shore railroad company, 
was pulled into the Lake Shore depot. Con- 
ductor Harris and members of his crew 
jumped from the train and shouted Chi- 
cago!“ Then half a dozen dejected-looking 
men climbed out of one of the coaches, looked 
about in a cautious manner, and, hurrying 
out through the south end of the depot, scat- 
‘tered and were soon lost to view. One of the 
men wore his arm in a sling, while on the 
face of another were marks and scars. A 
third was without acoat. They did not stop 
to inquire if any friends were waiting for

They were in charge of two 
or more superior officers of the Eye that 
never sleeps” agency, none of whom could be 
found when the Lake Shore Station was 
reached, All of the men, save the few who 
ventured into the depot, left the special train 
at different points between South Chicago 
and the city. Each little crowd separated and 
hurried away from the various stations with a 
view of attracting as little attention as possi- 
ble, Conductor Harris took charge of the 
train which brought the men to Chicago, at 
Elkhart, Ind., and his account of the train 
showed that there were eighty-five passengers 
aboard, all Pinkerton men. 

„No, I didn’t get their names,“ said the 
conductor, “and they didn’t seem anxious to 
talk; but from what I could pick up I don’t 
think that any of them are anxious to get 
back to that place again. I made no attempt 
to get into conversation with the men, 
were all in the fight. 

One of Conductor Harris’ crew was more 
curious, and he took full stock of the lot of 
2 traveling under his care. He 
said: | 


They were a badly scared set of fellows— 
the worst scared lot lever saw, in fuct; and 
as they claim they hed gone to Homestead 
not fuily understanding what their duties were 
to be, I felt rather sorry for them. They 
didn’t look any the better for the hard ride 
they were getting back from the scenes of 
their troubles. They had room enough, to be 
sure, but little comfort. : 

So far as I noticed there wasn’t a sound 
man in the lot. Every one of them appeared 


some way or other. Blackened eyes were 
most 5 in the party, with broken or 
bruised heads a close second. Some of the 
poor fellowe limped, while others were unable 
to use their arms and hands on account of 
cuts and bruises. A number of the men had 
lost their coats and hats, during the assault 
made on them. After the surrender and as 
nobody had replaced them they were return- 
ing home only half clad. The clothing of 
the others showed the rough treatment they 
received. ) 

I don’t know how it was before our crew 
got hold of the men, but after we took them 
they could not have been more uneasy and 
frightened if the train had gone down 
through a bridge. This feeling increased as 
the train approached Chicago. Some of the 
men seemed to have gotten it into their heads 
that a mob was waiting here to receive them 
and give them another dose like they got down 
East. When the train gotto South Chicago 
one man, who saw the coast clear, got up and 
left, and he was followed by a dozen others, 
the lot of them scampering off in different di- 
rections. This was repeated at all the stations 
as far as Twenty-second street, except when 
any unusual sized crowd happened to show up 
on the platform. Then our passengers 
crouched down in their seats. I tell you I felt 
sorry for them.”’ 

Did any of the men tell you how they hap- 
pened to go to Homestead?’ 

“TI talked toa number of them and they 
nearly all said they had been misled, and 
many of them seemed to bitterly repent hav- 
ing gone into the service at all, but you 
couldn’t get one of them back there if you 
gave him the whole steel works.” 


CELEBRATING ESCAPE BY DRINKING. 


Returned Pinkertons Kefuse to Talk and 
Resent Inquiries for Information. 

After being paid off last evening a number 
of the returned Pinkertonians started for the 
saloons of South Clark street and the Levee, 
and were soon boisterous and combative, 
They met in squads and told to each other and 
their friends the story of their trials, defeat, 
and capture at Homestead. But they were 
extremely cautious that no outsider or a 
stranger should be a listener. It appear they 
have been ordered to keep their mouths shut 
and were to deny that they were at Home- 
stead. As one of them told a reporter for 
Tus Trisune: Don't mention my name, 
for if the office found out I was talking to you 
I'd lose my job.” He briefly told a thrilling 
story, however, prefacing it with the remark 
that nearly every one who left here was an 
old employé of the Pinkertons, and that their 
statement to the strikers at Homestead that 
— were misled into the business was a false- 


We had a terrible time of it,” he said, 
„and the agony we suffered cannot be de- 
scribed. I never expected to get out of those 
barges alive, and after we surrendered the 
feeling against us was so terrible that I ex- 
pected every momeat to be shot or clubbed to 
death. When we were placed in the rink I 
telt safe, but that sense of security did not 
last long, for after awhile some of 
the leaders of the strikers came O in 
and looking us all over picked out six whom 
oe knew as Pinkerton men in other 1 
in Pennsylvania, and took them out and it is 
said hung them.

‘TRIAL FOR MURDER. | 


WOLF BUSCHOFF, A JEW, IN COURT 
AT CLEVES, 


— 


The Case Attracting as Much Attention in 
the German Press a8 Prince Bismarck— 
Declaration That the Child Was Sac- 
rificed and That the Teachings of the 
Talmud Justify the Offering Up of 
christlans— Anus Meyer Charged with 
Insulting the Emperor,

Bzaury, July 9.— The trial of Wolf Buschoff 
at Cleves for the murder of Johann Hege- 
mann last year has filled almost as much 
space in the German pa this week as the 
articles on Prince Bismarck, It is not the mur- 
der itself—though that was horrible—that 
has caused so much excitement, but the fact 
that the accused is a Jew, while the lad whom 
he is said to have bled to death was a 
Christian. The anti-Semities declare that the 
child was sacrificed, and through their papers 
have revived the old assertion that the teach- 
ings of the Talmud tend to justify the offering 
up of Christians. 3 

The court-house at Cleves has been crowded 
every. day since the beginning of the trial, and 
every trifle which seemed to make for or 
against the prisoner has been hotly com- 
mented on. Buschoff is a butcher and 
his trade, his creed, his supposed dislike to 
little Johann, the fact that the shed at Xanten 
in which the slaughtered chila was found 
stood near his shop, the disappearance of six 
or seven pounds of blood from the body, and 
the failure of all attempts to connect the 
crime with any other person have all been 
pointed out by anti-Semites as proof pre- 
sumptive of the prisoner’s guilt, : 

On the other hand, the accused and his co- 
religionists have flouted the statements with 
regard to the Talmud, have imputed malice 
to the instigators of the prosecution, and not 
only in the press, but also in sworn evidence 
before the court, have denied that there is 
any ground for the awful decd, and one 
would think from the most serious assertion 
of their foes that Jews use Christian blood in 
their rites. 

Know Little of the Talmud. 

Few Christians know much about the Tal- 
mud, and fewer still believe that it defends 
murder, but there are fanatics who hold dif- 
ferent views, and do not shrink from pro- 
claiming them, I talked to one last week. 
He was by birth a Jew, had been a rabbi, and, 
after embracing Christianity, had endured 
imprisonment and violence for his new 


faith. 

Uld Weller would no doubt have put more 
trust in the alibi invoked by Buschoff than in 
the evidence of experts who have maintained 
that the wound which killed Johann was not 
made, as is presumed, with a butcher’s knife, 
or of scholars, who have smashed the anti- 
Semitic interpretations of sacred Jewish books. 
If Buschoff can only prove that alibi, and it 
looks as if he would, he will escape. 

Meanwhile I hear from a correspondent who 
has watched the trial that an unpleasant im- 
pression has been made at Cleves by the 
transparent eagerness of certain people to ex- 
onerate Buschoff. Whatever may befall the 
prisoner until the crime has been brought 
home to some one else, numbers of bigots 
will believe—as they do now—that the Xanten 
murder was a sacrifice. 

Germans have heen grumbling a great 
deal this week about the Sahbatarian ordi- 
nance. Yet it did not meonveuience the flow 
of beer, which went on uncheeked. Although 
the enforeed rest in the latter part of the day 
slightly lessened the profit of the shopkeepers, 
the employers’ loss was outweighed by the 
employés’ gain. The — who seemed to 
have gained the least by the new decree are 
the clergymen. The churches were not crowd- 
ed more than usual, I am told, on Sun- 
day last, whereas the kneipen, on the con-

Emperor Insulted by a Woman, 

By the way of contrast to some graver epi- 
sodes, I may mention the case of a woman 
named Anna Meyer, who has just been tried 
at Hamburg. Anna, who belongs to the class 
known as unfortunate, had committed the 
hideous offense of flouting the German Em- 
peror one night by singing disrespectful songs 
about His Majesty. In London or New York 
she might have been held up as drunk and 
disorderly. Here they do thi otherwise. 
Anna was arraigned for majesta ebeleidi- 
gung, and I may add and she was acquitted. 

The chosen race was largely represented on 
both sides on the footlights at Kroli’s the 
other night, when a feeble but pretentious 
one-act opera called “Der Brautmarkt zu 
Hira’’ was produced, The book, which. was 
perpetrated by one Oscar Justiners, throws a 
serio-comic light upon the Jewish captivity in 
Babylon. Like his librettist the composer, 
Herr Zeweler, has tempered seriousness with 
lightness, and the result is an operatic hodge- 
podge, alternately suggesting “beer and 
burials.“ The overture is imitated from the 
French and is rather taking. That is the 
most that I can say for “ Der Brautmarkt zu 
Hira.” Kroll’s has not distinguished iteelf 
since Mme. Semberich left it. MELTZER.

Mr. Sternheim 
claims that he has now discovered that the 
deed is no good, hence his anxiety to find the 
accused, who left Chicago with his wife and 
two children two weeks ago. 

The bondsman says that since he has been 
investigating he has discovered that many 
more similar cases could be instituted. He 
says it was one of Fritz's games to induce 
some poor girl in a factory to put her earn- 
ings in the association. He got sums ranging 
from $10 to $50, whatever he could, and in- 
stead of investing it in the association would 
convert it to his own use.

OPPOSED REMOVING THE SEMINARY. 


The Joint Ohio German Latheran Synod 
at Richmond Divided on the Question. 
Ricumonp, Ind., July 9.—[Special.]—The 

report on the condition of Capital University, 
Columbus, O., made to the Ohio Joint Ger- 
man Lutheran -synod today stated that both 
the professors’ and students’ departments have 
had thirty-nine students and sent twenty-four 
into the ministry during the last year. A new 
building has cost $14,000. 

Dr. N. Loy having declined the office of 
Dean and Prof. Schutte resigned the Presi- 
dency of the institution both were asked to 
reconsider.

that Woodville brought the institution into 
existence and an agreement with the synod 
concerning it is also in existence. That the 
proposed removal would be an act of irrever- 
ence to the memory of the founder of the 
school. At Michigan City they are offered 
several building sites, one or two blocks in 
town and four, ten, and thirty-four acres out- 
side. The vote on the matter was deferred,

Thousand Island Park is No Longer a Free 
Kesort—Revenue Needed. 

Tuoveanp Isnanp Park, N. Y. July 9. 
[Special. I- From Clayton to Alexandria 
Bay all the hotels are in readiness for a busy 
season, which will be at its height before the 
close of the present month. The cottage 
people are somewhat slow in arriving, yet new 
camp-fires are blazing out every night and 
will be made to burn brightly during the re- 
mainder of the summer.

When the present Board of Trustees of 
Thousand Island Park assumed contro! of af- 
fairs they found themselves laboring under 
a large and rapidly increasing indebtedness. 
On every hand they were hindered in their 


| efforts to place the association upon a sound 


financial basis by the hostility of the preced- 
ing administration. To complicate their 
troubles the park was visited in quick suc- 
cession by a cyclone and a most disastrous 
fire, the ravages of which threatened the 
existence of the corporation. But how well 
the trustees have succeeded in meeting all 
these difficulties may be judged by the present 
condition of the park. 

Upon the ruins of the old Thousand Island 
Park House bas arisen one of the handsomest 
and most convenient hotels to be found in 
any summer resort; the old kefosene street- 
lamps have been superseded’ by electric 
lights; an improved system of waterworks 
has been secured; theold dock-house has been 
remodeled and enlarged; while the sidewalks 
have been made vastly more in keeping with the 
progressive ideas of modern civilization. By 
these improvements the question of methods 
of raising an increased revenue has become 
more pressing, and after c: nsidering several 
plans it was finally decided to charge a fe 
for admission to the park of 10 cents per day, 
50 cents per week, and $1 during the season. 
Much comment has been occasioned along 
the river by this action on the part of the 
trustees, and so high did the excitement.run 
at the park that some of the prominent cot- 
tagers organized a second “tea party” one 
night this week. tore down the gates which 
had been pluced at the park entrance, and 
threw them into the river. The existence of 
a postoffice at Thousand Island Park makes 
the legality of the adinission fee questionable 
and the outcome of the matter is awaited 
with much interest.

Mrs, Russell Harrison arrived 
in Washington Tuesday from Helena, Mont., 
and came to Cape May Wednesday 
evening with her husband and his grand- 
father, the Rev. Dr. John Witherspoon Scott, 
The President is expected here next Friday 
and every Friday thereafter, to remain until 
the succeeding Monday, until Congress ad- 
journs, when he will permanently stay here 
until September or October. He will probably 
not establish an executive office here, as he 
did last season, until he comes for the contin- 
uous sojourn.

One of the incidents of this week was a new 
announcement that Jay Gould is in a dying 
condition out in the Southwsst. The usual 
official denial has been provided. His New 
York office oracles declare that the little 
man” has practically recovered his health 
and will be back ready for business as soon 
as the hot weather is over. He is likely to 
~ summer at his Hudson River mansion. A let- 
ter lately received here from Mr. Gould has 
interest just now in view of the unhappy de- 
velopments at Pittsburg. In this letter Mr. 
Gould is said to take a doleful view of the la- 
bor situation. This letter (not being 
written before the outbreak at Home- 
stead) is said to express the belief 
that the season of quiét which we 
have lately had, sofar as general labor mat- 
ters are involved, is likely to be interrupted. 
Mr. Gould is of the opiaion that political 
stump speeches may in some way contribute 
this fall to an awakening of distrust and dis-

Mr. Gould has been toying with the doctor 
80 long that it is not odd, perhaps, that he 
should have an oceasional attack of what or- 
dinary mortals call the blues. It is not, 1 
think, generally that Jay Gould has a 
fad on the labor question, and there is noth- 
ing which quite pleases this man of millions 
so much (outside of providing ample protec- 
tion for other people's pocketbooks ) as the op- 
portunity to sit down and elaborate the- 
ories about harmonizing capital and labor.

Decline in Foreign Government Securities 
—Movement of Americans, 
. [SPECIAL CABLE. ] 
Loxpox, June 9.— Except in few special se- 
curities business has been nearly at a stand- 
still in the Stock Exchange today, the 
markets having been without feature. Funds 
and Indian rupee paper are unchanged. The 
principal movement in foreign goternment 
securities is a fall of 144 in Greek bonds, the 
speech in connection with the budget dis- 
closing an unsatisfactory financial condition 
of the country. Paris selling has caused a de- 
cline of, 7-16 in Spanish, „ in Italian, but 
Egyptian and Portuguese improved N. 
Argentine issues closed dull and 4 
% lower, due to the premium on 
gold advancing to 221 percent. Home rail- 
ways developed no decided tendency, while 
the absence of business has prevented any im- 
2 change in prices. A small decline 
as taken place in Brighton deferred, South- 
eastern deferred, Northeastern, and Caledo- 
nian, while Great Western, London North- 
western, and Metropolitan mark moderate 
improvement. American railways have been 
dealt in to a fairextent for Saturday, more 
especially. as business is so quiet in every di- 
rection. They opened and closed firm, the 
declaration of the Louisville and Nashville 
dividend having produced a favorable impres- 
sion. There has scarcely been any demand 
for money. Short loans have been obtained 
at ig percent, The discount market has been 
a shade harder, but bills continued scarce, 
those at two and three months being quoted 
at Ig per cent.

The members of this com- 
mittee are Messrs. Hepburn, Morris, Biegler, 
Larson, Brennan, and Swift. It is the intention 
of the committee to invite an expression 
of the views of leading citizens, of the repre- 
sentatives of local improvement societies, of 
the members of the leading ¢lubs, etc. Many 
of the latter have been asked to attend the 
meeting tomorrow. | 

Ald. Hepburn, who is Chairman of the 
Aldermanic committee, is one f the most en- 
ergetic men in the Council, aud he has en- 
tered on the work cut out for him with great 
zeal—a zeal that promisesto lead to suc- 
cess. | 

Ald. Sexton of the Judiciary committee 
has called a meeting of that body in connec- 
tion with thé Committee pn Streets and Alleys 
North for Tuesday to consider,the ordinance 
drafted by the Corporation Counsel for the 
cleaning,sprinkling,and repairing of the streets 
of the First Ward by special assessment. When 
the matter was first proposed it was the idea 
that the Twenty-first Ward should be experi- 
mented with. Some property-owners object- 


ed, though it is only fair to say that many of 


the most intelligent of them favored the 
scheme. But objection being raised, it was 
deemed advisable to make the experiment in 
the First Ward, where it is most necessary, 
and where the property-owners will hardly ob- 
ject to the expense. There is no doubt that 
the ordinance teferred to will be recommend- 
ed favorably and passed by the Council. So 
the 8 assessment plan is to have a fair 
trial. | 

The Finance committee will meet Monday 
evening to take up the question of the gar- 
bage crematory, but it is feared that there 
will not be time for definite action. That be- 
ing the case there can be no report on the sub- 
ject, as requested, at the meeting of the Coun- 
cil tomorrow evening. 

Burke After the Railway Companies. 

Street Superintendent Burke has also 
caught the fever in favor of improvements, 
He started out a few days ago after the street- 
car companies. As pointed out in Tue TR. 
UNE last Sunday the street-car companies 
have not pretended to liye up to the condi- 
tions of their ordinances.’ They have not 
kept the fourteen feet in the middle of the 
street on which their tracks were 
laid in good repair. On the contrary, 
that fcurteen feet is worsé than 
any other portion of the thoroughfare. The 
tracks of the railroad company stand high out 
of the pavement, which is worn into ruts on 
either side. Wagons are wrecked almost 
hourly as a consequence. The streets are 
blocked, and there is an unusual amount of 
annoyance and discomfort. Then the compa- 
nies have not pretended to sprinkle their 
tracks, as the ordinances require. Mr. Burke 
is now going to see whether there is nota 
remedy for this state of affairs. He said yes- 
terday: | 

J have been trying for months to get the 
companies to make the repairs, and have sent 
them notice after notice. They have paid no 
attention to them except to send a polite reply 
with a promise to attend to the matter. They 
soon forget all about the pfomises. Nothing 
is done. Now I have proposed to the com- 
panies to deposit money with the department 
for those repairs, which we will attend to. It 
will be cheaper for the company and better 
for the city,”’ 3 

It is understood in this connection that the 
subject of compelling the companies to do 
their full duty will be brought up for discus- 
sion in the Council and probably referred to 
the Law Department for an opinion. The 
only danger now is that Aldermen of a certain 
class will use the public demand for the en- 
forcement of the ordinancesto enforce sinister 
demands of their own. 

Several of the Aldermen are preparing or- 
dinances for street and alley improvements to 
be introduced Monday cvening. 

The South Park Commissioners are pro- 
ceeding with the work of establishing the 
electric light plant for the illumination of the 
boulevards, notwithstanding the passage of 
Ald. Stuckart’s ordinance by the Council 
Monday. The Commissioners are disposed to 
think that the Aldermen will stand to their 
bargain to pay for the light. 

Frederick A. Soule, the gentleman who was 
so much wanted last March when the graud 
jury was investigating the methods of the 
Council, and who was at that time discovered 
in Council Bluffs by Taz Tripunz, has been 
quietly living in the city for more than a 
month. The company with which Mr. Soule 
was connected—it is said he has no ¢onnec- 
tion with it now—has an ordinance now pend- 
ing before the Council for the extension of its 
proposed street-car line on various thorough- 
fares in the Iwelfth and  ‘Twenty- 
seventh Wards. It is to come up 
tomorrow evening as a special order. 
Another reminder of the time when Soule fled 
is the announcement by President John P. 
Bacon of the Compressed Air company that 
his corporation proposes to begin the tearing 
up of the streets for the laying of ten-inch 
pipes within the next two months, Mr. Bacon 
says that his company is fully organized now 
and will soon be ready for operations. He is 
as enthusiastic about his plaus as ever.

Not Yet a Commercial Succegg--Carious 
Collections, 


Tue Trisung some time ago printed a dis- 
patch from New York giving an account of 
some experiments by Dr. G. A. Leech of 
Washington, D. C., at the office of the New 
York Phonograph company, looking. to the 
cure of deafness by the use of the phonograph. 
It was set forth therein that when Edison 
built the phonograph he used the human ear 
as a guide, and the eoustruction of the ma- 
chine involved the mechanical design upon 
which the ear is fashioned. This statemen!? 
probably suggested Dr. Leech’s idea of the 
utilization of the phonograph for the relief of 
deafness growing out of catarrhal affections, 
and the clogging by catarrh of the eustachian 
tubes, which, leading from the mouth of the 
ear, should furnish the air on the inner side 
of the ear drums to permit of a satisfactory 
vibration. The same idea, however, seems to 


have occurred to several Chicago aurists ear- 


lier than to Dr. Leech. 
What Home Experts Say About It. 

Dr. W. D. Gentry is an enthusiast on the 
subject of the treatment of deafness by the 
phonograph. It is by no means a new dis- 
covery,“ he said, although it has recently 
come into greater prominence. I have been 
using it successfully in my practice here for 
three years, and I know of its successful use 
in Kansas City as long as five years ago. As 
to the cure of deafness resulting from catarrh 
while the catarrh is still active, the use of the 
phonograph would probably amount to noth- 
ing, but where the catarrh has been ended by 
constitutional and local treatment, the phono- 
graph will do more to cure the resultant 
eatarrhal deafness than any other means 
within my knowledge. There is no sound in 
nature that cannot now be reproduced by the 
phonograph, and as the human ear and its 
appurtenances in perfect condition contain 
nerves responsive to every one of these sounds, 
so these nerves, when weakened by disease 
or overstraining, can be coaxed back to life 
and activity again by furnishing the souniis 
for them to which they are naturaliy respon- 
sive. I could furnish you the illustrations 
and appliances which would demonstrate 
these facts conclusively, but the expjanation 
of them would be longer, perhaps, than you 
could use to advantage and too involved with 
medical and surgical terms for popular ap- 
preciation. I only want to make the point 
clear to you that I know the value of the in- 
strument to an aurist who is able to handle it 
patiently and intelligently, and that the dis- 
covery of its powers marked a new era in the 
history of the treatment of deafness from any 
cause or of any length of duration. 

Other Experiments of Scientists, 

Dr. J. H. Buffum gave similar testimony. 
“The most successful investigator in this 
feld,“ he said, has been Prof. H. C. Gery 
df Baltimore, who has succeeded by the use 
of certain prepared cylinders in produemg 
upon the tympanic membrane and chain of 
ossicles vibratory shocks which when con- 
ducted direct from the phonograph to the ear 
result in massage, so to speak, of the middle 
ear. During the last year it has been my hope 
that I should discover a reliable test for hear- 
ing, as the ticking of the watch, the musical 
timebeater. the acumeter. the human voice in 
whispered or louder tones, which are the pres- 
ent tests, are both unsatisfactory and unrelia- 
ble. My resuits, although not perfect in their 
practical application, give promise of a satis- 
factory solution of the problem. The effectof 
these reproduced sounds and noises when con- 
ducted by the auscultation tubes to normal 
ears and continued fur a half hour or more is 
to produce a feeling of warmth and a slight 
increase of the circulation of the blood in the 
middle ear. The effect upon the labyrinth is 
similar to that produced upon it by sudden and 
violent noises, except that the impression is 
less severe and soon passes over. I could give 
you a résumé of upwards of fifty cases suc- 
cessfully treated, but the descriptions of them 
are almost too technical for the comprehen- 
sion of the average reader. They include, 
however, cases as serious as where the loss of 
hearing is due to a feeble condition of the gen- 
eral system, and where hearing has been lost 
by non-exercise of the auditory nerve and con- 
ducting apparatus, owing to the patient’s 
sensitiveness of disposition. 

Among the cases treated there have been 
many brilliant results and many failures. But 
ik one cure is obtained by these means we 
have advanced a league in the treatment of 
deafness. The wax cylinders have been pre- 
pared in various ways by different experi- 
menters. Some have simply recorded the 
sounds of the saw-mill; others, like Dr. Gery, 
have so carved their cylinders as to produce a 
succession of shocks, as the sapphire point cf 
the diaphragm falls into the grooves. The in- 
tensity and frequency of the vibrations are de- 
termined by the depth and spacing of the 
grooves, and the velocity at which the cylin- 
ders are revolved. oi 

Tones of the Human Voice, 

„% My own experiments have doubtless been 
to a large extent the duplication of those of 
others, inasmuch as the primary idea has been 
to record musical tones of sufficient intensity 
and timbre. For this purpose all knowa mu- 
sical instruments have been called into use, 
with the hope that one or more might furnish 
the desired tones. It has seemed that the most 
desirable tones to be reproduced for the pur- 
pose of treating deafness wodid be those which 
in their timbre would approach that of the 
human voice. Thus far composite sounds and 
the musical tones have seemed to me to give 
the best results in the majority of cases. he 
ordinary glass diaphragm of the Edison com- 
pany has been found insufficient to reproduce 
the sounds with adequate volume so that after 
a number of experiments with sonof6ug 
woods, mica, cardboard, aluminum and its 
various alloys, gold, platinum, silver, and 
steel, parchment has been found to possess the 
desired qualities for reproducing those sounds 
which are of the greatest value in the treat- 
ment of deafness. It is not improbable that 
an increase in the size of the diaphragm would 
be of value in the reproduction of sounds for 
this method of treatment. Experiments in 
this direction, however, have not yet reached 
that point of success which would Enable us 
to determine the actual value of such iterease,. 
but such modifications of Edison’s instru- 
ments are not unlikely to follow.“ | 

The New Principle in Brief, 

Boiled down the testimony of the experts

must be dislodged, and when this is effected, 
in most cases the hearing becomes satisfactory 
again. It is not necessary that the sounds 
should come from musical cylinders, 

the must be loud, * emphatic, 
and devided, and they should 
also be chosen somewhat with reference to the 
temperament of the patient. It has been dis- 
covered that a baseball crank whose eustachians 
have been stopped up altogether finds much 
relief from listening to a repetition of DeWolf 
Hopper's CWey's at the Bat,“ and the tubes 
of several members ef the Chicago Board of 
Trade have been very much improved by 
listening to a repetition by the phonograph of 
the swish of the skirts and the clatter of the 
pedals of Amelia Glover and Carmencita. 

A Queer Little Instrument. 

It is a queer little instrument, anyhow, this 
phonograph. When Edison inv it in 
1877 he used a piece of tin foil to take the im- 
pressions from the point in the diaphragm. 
These foil plates were, of course, indistinct’ 
aud imperfect, and could not be transferred 
to or used upon other phonographs. For a 
time the gr2at inventor seemed to grow tired 
of his creation. It was not until 1878 that his 
earliest patents vn it were taken out, and it 
was ten years afterward before he added the 
improvements in the diaphragin, which, run- 
amg through a varrety of material, bas finally 
settled down to glass with a sapphire in the 
best instruments for a pointer. change 
from tin foil plates to the present wax covered 
cylinders followed and now the completed 
cylinder can be transferred to another phono- 
graph near at hand, or sent any distance b 
mailto be read easily on any phon 
instrument abroad and filed away for future 
use and reference. .

And yet the number in use in Chicago busi- 
ness houses is but a small portion of the 
limited supply within the city limits. Of the 
200 to 300 —— — machines operated in 
Chicago, more than three-fourths are devoted 
exclusively to amusement purposes. About 
half of them are in saloons, hotels, drug 
stores, and other places of public resort, where 
the nickel in the slot plan can be arranged 
for with a division of profits between the pro- 
prietors of these establishments and the 
phonograph. company. There are no slot 
machines rented outright, and the Nen 
people look after the instruments and kee 
them in repair and supplied with music — 
imitations, as the old pieces lose their interest. 

Some Quaint and Queer Collections, 

Of the manufacture of new material for the 
latter class of entertainment a full chapter 
might be written. Everybody who comes to 
town with any reputation as an actor. 
a vocalist, By ay good story teller, 
is importun to try his hand, 
or rather his voice, in the department where 
amusement cylinders are ‘manufactured. As 
many as five machines have been set going at 
one time for these artists, and the coutributor 
can thus quintuple his song or story at each. 
rendition. The pay ranges from $10 to $12 a 
dozen for the average story, and there are 
Instances on record where an industrious ra- 
conteur has earned as much as $40 in a single 
afternoon. Some of these stories are of a 
Rabelaisian character, tobe reserved by pur- 
chasers for private edification and instruction, 
but the bulk of them will pass muster for the 
general use. Then there are semi-private col- 
lections where people have underteken to pre- 
serve recollections of their friends. Harry 
Hamlin of the Grand Opera-House has u 
collection containing, among other thi 
some reininiscences of Sol Smith Russell an 
Mme. Berger, the cornetist; J. H. McVicker 
has acollection including Jefferson and other 
well-known actors, and Alf Hayman has gath- 
ered a good many of the same kind at the 
Columbia. 

Not a Commercial Success. ' 

Another peculiar thing avout the instru- 
ment is that thus far it has not proven a com- 
mercial success.

And yet the service is cheap enough 
and the conveniences to operate the instru- 
ment have grown manifold, You . can 
have an instrument put in your 
house or office, with a storage battery 
complete for $60 a year. The company will 
keep your battery in running order and sup- 
ply you with the latest music, recitations, and 
imitations without further charge. If you pre- 
fer you can run the phonograph from the same 
electric light wire that lights your premises, 
and the additional expense will be a trifling 
one. Still, the local plant does not make 
more than enough to keep up its equipment 
and make the necessary improvements and 
extensions as they are needed. Wait until 
the World's Fair opens, said Manager Gray 
yesterday, and we will tell you another 
story. 


STARTED BT MAKING PAPER DOLLS. 


How a Paying Business Grew Up Around 
Three Young and Pretty Girls, 

About ten years ago three girls in the in- 
terior of this State, brought up in affluence, 
were suddenly deprived of their money. It 
became necessary for them to earn mz: ey, 
and it suited neither their tastes nor inclina- 
tions to go out of their homes, nor had they 
geen educated in any special direction. They 
had skillful hands, however, and with these 
they. got up some paper dolls and put them in 
the Buftalo shops for sale. These incident- 
ally came to the notice of a stationer here, 
who surprised them with an emissary and 
a proposition to make these dolls and give 
him the exclusive control of their sale. Im- 
ag ine the astonishment and bewilderment of 
these three homekeeping ls. They were, 
however, persuaded into the enterprise, and 
got together thirty homekeeping girls lh 
themselves, who came to. their house and 
helped them. This year they made and dis- 
posed of 8,000 paper dolls, says the New York 
Sun. The orders for the next year were larger 
than ever and had outgrown their home. 
They now engaged offices, the financial ar- 
rangement their mother took charge of, and 
the packing and shipping fell to the father. 
In the midst of ail this preparation the firm 
failed, and they were left to struggle with dis- 
couragements and vicissitudes, as if they were 
in the great world indeed. 

Then came a proposition more astonishing 
than the last, which was to equip a novelties 
for an American bazaar in the Cyclorama of 
Niagara, London, England, and to three 
girls who believed themselves unknown out- 
side of their homes. Then came letters and 
propositions from here and there, and their 
wonder grew. But their fingers kept pace, 
and they found themselves obliged to keep 
larger offives, to give themselves afirm name; 
and until, scarcely realized by themselves, 
they found themselves swimming along gayly 
in the great current of trade. Now they added 
thirty more girls to their original thirty and 
to their paper dolls all sorts of pretty and 
dainty articles in paper. Then they bethought 
them of giving a reception and showing what 
women’s fingers could do in paper. The 
youngest ot the trio had a pretty taste id dec- 
oratgon, and their Easter fete, for such it 
proved to be. gained such renown that Cleve- 
land begged for an exhibition of the same 
sort, after the manner of these two cities, who 
always covet one another’s performances, 
thither the sisters went, taking their pretty 
things. . 

By and by the paper house from which they 
bought their paper wondered who this, their 
best customer, was, and what he did with such 
quantities ot colored papers. This curiosity 
was carried to the point of finduig out. Imagine 
the firm's surprise. Three young and pretty 

irls, installed in one of the handsomest office 
buildings in the town, and surrounded by sixty 
more girls like unto themselves, were trans- 
forming their paper into banks of , carnations, 
trailing vines of purple clematis, masses of 
peonies, jonquils, and tulips, violets, and 
sweet peas, butterflies with gilded wing, bon- 
bon and powder puff bags, dressing table 
even dressed in paper, and glove case, 
sachet powder box, all of paper. Here was 
an idea, and this firm, whose commercial 
instinct was alert, immediately invited these 
young women to give displays of their work 
at their brarch houses in different cities, and 
thus they made visits of triumph to Boston, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Milwaukee. The work- 
roots have grown again, and they now em- 
ploy from eighty to 100 assistants. “ Mamma 
is still our business manager.“ writes one of 
these in a friendly letter, and we are happy 
also in having beea of service to so many of 
our friends, obliged to earn money as we 
were, but with no previous preparation. 

This is the history of a large, su

COLLIDED ON THE HIGH BRIDGE. 


Trains on the Pennsylvania Road Meet

TWO SOUTHERN PACIFIC STRIKERS SHOT. 


“Judge” Ackley, Who Did Not Go Out, 
Did the Shooting. 

BAKERSFIELD, Cal., July 9.— Two trainmen, 
Ed Benson and George Rogers, who are said 
to be leaders of the striking Southern Pacific 
trainmen, were shot this morning just as a 
passenger train was leaving the yard for San 
Francisco by a non-union man named Ackley, 
who goes by the name of Judge Ackley. It 
appears that Ackley did not go out with the 
strikers,and they have been threatening venge- 
ance on him ever since. Ackley came to 
Bakersfield last night as brakeman on the 
train, and was leaving this morning when Ben- 
son and Rogers jumped aboard and got into 
an altercation with him. Ackley shot Rogers 
twice in the body and Benson through both 
arms. It is thought that Rogers’ wounds will 
prove fatal. Ackley * off the train and 
took to the brush on the Kern River and has 
not yet been found, although all the strikers 
and constables and u number of Deputy 
Sheriffs are hunting him.

The complainants represent that 
October last, when the Committee on Cere- 
monies of the World’s Columbian Exposition 
intended to havea grand pageant, they entered 
into an arrangement with William L. Wells, 
an artist, and awcett Robinson, a float build- 
er, to secure the contract. Wells, Robinson, 
and the complainants agreed to unite their 
abilities an“ obtain for themselves the entire 
contract forthe pageant. It was suggested, 
however, that it might be better to have some 
one mantake the contract, but for the use 
and benefit of the complainants, ' Wells, and 

Robinson. : 
With this understanding the complainants 
and their associates claim to have appointed 
as their agent Edward Carqueville, the Presi- 
dent of the Shober-Carqueville Lithographing 
company. John P. Loomas of Kansas City, 
Mo., who had been the President of the 
“Priests of Pallas,“ and who had experience 


in the pageant business, was selected to as- 


sist Carque ville. 


I., is alleged that Carqueville represented to

tze committee that the contract work was go- 


ing to de done by the complainants— Wells 
and Robinson. The figures wefe fixed at the 
rate of $60 per costume, figuring 450 figures 
as the minimum for thirty floats on an esti- 
mated figure of $27,000. The contract was 
awarded to the Shober-Carqueville Lithograph- 
ingcompany. The contract, however, calling 
for floats was cut down from thirty to twenty- 
four and the sum allowed per float was $8, 800, 
making a total of $91,000. Carquéville under- 
stood that he could obtain the werk necessary 
on each float by the costumer, the artist, and 
the floatbuilder for $2.000 per float. 

Charges are made that Carqueville, not be- 
ing satisfied with $1,800 profit on each float, 
entered into a conspiracy with Loomas, who 
became his partner, to rob the complainants 

all their rights in the matter. It is claimed 


Carqueville has let out the entire contract 


for between $7,000 and $8,000, and has em- 
ployed a woman to superintend the work. It 
is alleged that Carqueville and Loomis are 
using mferidr goods. Further allegations are 
made that Carqueville has been guilty of a 
breach of agency; that he was the agent of the 
‘complainants and violated his trust and that 
he, with Loomaa, is not only depriving the 
complainants of the fruit of their labor, but 
now threatens. to ruin their reputation. Under 
these alleged circumstances complainants 
ask the court for an injunction to restrain 
Carqueville and Loomas from further proceed- 
ings with the contract or from deliverfng any 
costumes to the Committee on Ceremonies 
until their rights have been fully adjusted.

BAD FOR THE HOWLERS. 


Favorable Showing Madé by the Kansas 

" Crop Reports. 

Kansas City Star: The latest bulletin issued 
by Secretary Mohler of the Kansas State 
Board of Agriculture estimates the total wheat 
crop of that State to be 62,592,172 (nearly 63,- 
000,000) bushels. This statement is based 
upon the reports of correspondents from 
various sections of the State and will proba- 
bly prove a close approximation to the actual 
production. The average yield to the ‘acre is 
shown to be 15.79 bushels, which is not above 
the standard of afair season. The percent- 
age of gaininthe acreage sown is genera! 
throughout the State and the crop is more 
uniform than is usualin Kansas. The har- 
vest in the western portion of the State 
compares favorably with that in the central 
and eastern sections, which is a highly desira- 
ble condition. This grand total will be large 
enough to keep Kansas at the head of the list 
of wheat-producing States, and to yield to that 
State a volume of revenue which will material- 
ly reduce its mortgage indebtedness. Never 
before in the history of Kansas have the farm- 
ers been compelled to besfege the railway sta- 
tions and search the passing trains for harvest 
hands, and it is not often that the rail- 
road companies find it necessary to re- 
duce the fare on their lines to carry farm 
laborers into Kansas, a concession which they 
have deemed it expedient to make this season, 
It is possible that Kansas has experienced 
seasons as favorable as the present one for 
the growth and perfection of its harvest, but 
among all of its red-letter years it cannot 

int to one that surpasses the record of 1892. 
it is rather early to make any trustwerthy 
prognostications as to the prices which the 
present crop will command. That will de- 
pend largely upon the yield in other States 
and the condition of the crops in foreign 
countries.

The rich bounty 
which nature is showering upon Kansas is not 
limited to the wheat harvest, but grass, corn, 
oats, barley, etc., all reveal the most cheering 
signs of promise. These prosperous condi 
tious are general, and prevail from the Mis- 
souri to the Colorado boraer. There is no 
failure anywhere, but on all hands abundance 
and plenty.

At the Stevens Gallery are shown a number 
| Of large paintings by Capt James Hope who, 
during the Maryland campaign, was second in 


Five of the paintings represent scenes from the 
battie-field of Antietam, where Capt. Hope passed 
forty-five hours in 1862. The artist is one of the 
few who served during the rebellion that were in 
the profession before the outbreak of the war. 

From the artistic standpoint it may be said 
that the drawing of the figures in these pictures 
is faulty and the painting is not always such as is 
altogether pleasing to those who love art for art’s 
sake, but from what may be called a literary 
point of view they are remarkable pictures, 
painted in such a way that one cannot but feel 
the sincerity of the impression of an eye-witness 
to the terrible scenes depicted and a lack 
of the conventionality which usvally marks a 
battle picture. One is impressed with the idea 
that the landscape and the positions of the troops 
rust be topographically correct, and the artist 
was one who helped to make the history*which he 
has recorded on canvas. The atmospheric effects 
are well rendered, as is also the effect of strong 
sunlight. 

The subjects represented are different moments 
of the eventfal day. One looking sout 
what was known as the Wildcat charge of the 
Seyenth Maine,” in which the regiment lost two- 
thirds of its number in half an hour; another, 
looking west, shows Sedgwick’s division of the 
Second corps charging Stonewall Jackson and 
the Confederate artiliery under S. D. Lee on a 
hill near the famous Dunker church; a third, 
looking north, shows the advance of the Federal 
troops from that direction. Still another shows 
the capture of the Barnside Bridge” by the 
Fifty-first Pennsylvania and Fifty-first New York 
regiments at the point of the bayonet. 

The most striking picture is a view of Bloody 
Laue after the battle. This was the scene of 
the most terrible slaughter during the war. The 
Confederate dead lay on an average of three deep 
in this sunken road for a distance of half a mile. 
On the hills to the left five charges were made. 

The artist painted this ghastly picture from 
earefal drawings made on the morning following 
the battle. There is a moral lesson to be drawn 
from this grewsome scene in which the dead 
soldiers are heaped up in such horrible confusion, 
and a strong argument in favor of arbitration, 

Much more pleasing are a group of landscapes 
from Watkins’ Glen, which are exhibited by the 
artist. Of interest also are the uniform and ac- 
couterments worn by the artist during his service, 
anda number of relics picked up on the battie- 
field.

Three interesting pictures are at present at 
O' Brien’s. One of them is a landscape by Jan 
Mouchablon, painted with ail the elaboration of 


peculiar to his work. 

This artist may be said to see nature in minia- 
ture for although his pictures are not of especi- 
ally smali dimensions, they give the effect of 
nature seen through a diminishing glass. A broad 
expanse of country is shown in a comparatively 
small space and details are painted which would 
not be seen by an observer of a landscape at one 
time. The eye of an observer is like the lens of a 
camera in the impossibility of focusing it on all 
parts of a landscape at once. Mouchablon's 


theory of landscape painting seems to 
be that his pictures should give more 
than a single impression of the scene 


depicted,. The picture at O' Brien's is an excel- 
lent example of bis work. The motive chosen is a 
curious one, showing a number of ficlis whose 
boundaries are curved and in the distance a line 
of wooded hills, above which is a brilliant sky 
with a few small floating clouds. 

Another of the pictures is a small one of three 
cows on the edge of à wood by Van Marcke. It 
has most of the good qualities ofcolor and paint- 
ing for which the artist is celebrated. 

The third picture is by J. G. Brown, N. A., the 
painter of newsboys and bootblacks. It is one of 
the iatter which is the subject of this work, to 
which the title That's You,” is given. The 
gaminisshown standing by a wall on which he 
has drawn a rude representation of a man with a 
bit of charcoal. There is good drawing in the 
‘figure, but the color is that of a studio effect 
rather than that of the open aif.

There are shown at Thurber’s two works by 
Frank Dvorak, the young Hungarian artist who 
has recently come to this city. One is a three- 
quarters length portrait of a woman in a dress of 
satin of a reddish color and with a fur-trimmed 
cloak about her. The painting is clever and the 
work effective, though the objection may be 
made that the accessories detract from the face, 
which is not altogether pleasing in color. 

The other work is an ideal figure of a young 
woman in a pink evening dress, painted with a 
cleverness and facility which indicate an artist of 
much technical ability,

The Paris Prize Scholarship guaranteed by 
the Art Ciub of Philadelphia secures the winner 
$500 per annum fortwo years. It may fall to a 
man or woman not less than 21 years of age and 
not more than , a native of Pennsylvania, or 
American born, and a resident ef that State for 
one year. Those who have received a medal, 
prize, or honorable mention at a foreign art ex- 
hibition are not eligible. At the discretion of the 
jury of appointment the term of the scholarship 
may be extended to five years. A commission 
of control, consisting of Gérdme, Puves 
de Chavannes, Carolus Duran, Bonnat, 
Dagnan, Bouveret, and Constant, will examine 
the work of the scholar twice a year and makea 
report as to progress to the American jury of ap- 
pointment. Philadelphia has one traveling schol- 
arship given by the Pennsylvania Academy and 
expects to have another from the Cresson be- 
quest. 
Similar scholarships are competed for in several 
other Eastern cities and something of the kind 
might well be established in Chicago. 
There is ascholarship for young women now, 
given by the Women’s club, which gives the suc- 
cessful competitor three years’ stuuy in the Art 
Institute.

A historical museum is to be inaugurated 
at Domremy, France, in the house of Jeanne 
d’Are, in which are to be placed pictures and por- 
traits of the great heroine of France. 
Among the works to be exhibited are the original 
compositions of the decorations in the Pantheon 
which have for subjects various scenes of her life 
and which were executed by Lenepven after the 
project of Paul Baudry. The original models of 
statues of Jeanne d’Are by Chapu Fremiet, Paul 
Dubois, and other great French sculptors, tapes- 
tries executed at the Gobelins after designs of 
Puves de Chavannes, representing the principal 
episodes of her life, and reproductions of all the 
important portraits and historical scenesin which 
she has been represented from the fifteenth. cent- 
ury to the present day are also to be placed there. 
In suggesting a proper place for Lord Lytton's 
monument the Pall Mall Gazette maintains that, 
as he was not a first-rate poct or a first-rate 
statesmian, Westminster Abbey is not the place 
for his memorial. It continues: “He was a 
diplomat and he wasa Parisian. There is in 
him no single trait of the representative English- 
man- no characteristic that Englishmen like to 
honor. Let his bust, then, stand in the embassy 
at Paris. That period of his career was probably 
the least harmful.”’

A Paris correspondent says that there is 
verv little that is remarkable in the exhibit of 
sculpture at this year’s Salon of the Champs 
Elysées, most of it being commonplace. A not- 
able exception, however, is Ernest Christophe's 
“ Supreme Kiss.“ Death, at once beautiful and 
terrible, half woman, half monster, has driven 
her ciaws into the breast ofa dying youth, who 
nevertheless looks up into her pitiless face with 
an expression of adoration. It is curious that 
this Kiss of Death should have been the 
sculptor's last effort. The group has been pur- 
chased. by the State and will doubtless find a 
place, in time, in the Louvre.

Vice-President of the United States cannot 
constitutionally be elected from the same 


State, 

No party hasever put two citizens of one 
State on its Presidential ticket. Of course 
there are obvious political reasons for select- 
ing the candidates from different parts of the 
country. But many have assume i that there 
is a constitutional veto upon the selection of a 
Vice-President from the same State from 
which the President is taken. 

Hence when the election of Mr. Cleveland 
as President and the choice of Mr. Whitelaw 
Reid as Vice-President begins to loom up as a 
political possibility, it is not surprising that 
the question should be widely asked whether 
such acombination is not contrary to the 
spirit if not the letter of the Constitution. 

If the effect of the third party movement 
should be to throw the election into Congress, 
as the leaders of that party boust it will be, 
the President would be chosen by the House 
and the Vice President by the Senate. The 
House, being Democratic, would of course 
elect Mr. Cleveland. The Senate, being Re- 
publican, would choose Mr. Reid if constitu- 
tionally eligible. Is such a result contrary to 
the Constitution? 

It will doubtless surprise most readers to 
learn that the popular impression on this sub- 


ject is entirely erroneous, and that there is 


nothing in the Constitution to prevent the 
election of both President and Vice-President 
from the same State either by the House and 
Senate or by the members of the Electoral 
College. 

The Constitution says: 

The Electors shall meet in their respective 
States and vote by ballot for President and Vice- 
President, ohe of whom at least shall not be an 
inhabitant of the same State with themselves. 

It will be noticed that this does not pro- 
hibit the Electors in general from voting for 
a President and Vice-President resident in 
the same State. 

It simply declares that one of the candi- 
dates voted for shall not be an inhabitant of 
the same State with the voters. That is to 
say, the Electors of New York may not vote 
for two citizens of New York for President 
and Vice-President. But there is nothing in 
the language used to prohibit the Electors of 
any other State from voting for two residents 
of New York or of any State except their own. 

It is obvious, then, that a President and 
Vice-President may be elected from the same 
State without violating the letter of the Con- 
stitution. It is equally true that such a result 
would not be contrary to the spirit of the Con- 
stitution. The best proof that the framers of 
the Constitution did not intend to embody in 
it that spirit is that they used no language 
capable of such construction. 

ittle importance seeins tu have been given 
to the clause under consideration in the con- 
stitutional convention. It did not figure in 
the debates and commentators on the Consti- 
tution have paid no attention to it. Bancroft 
gives this account of its origin: 

Williamson proposed that each man should 
vote for three candidates. Gouverneur Morris 
accepted the principle, but desired to limit the 
choice of the voters to two, of whom at least one 
should not be of his own State. This Madison 
approved, believing that the citizens would give 
their second vote with sincerity to the next object 
of their choice. 

The convention was then discussing the 
mode of electing the President. No mention 
had been made of the office of Vice-President. 
The plan was to allow each Elector to vote for 
two candidates for President, and it was 
thought that the smaller States would have a 
better chance of getting a President if the 
Electors in the larger States were prohibited 
frem voting for two of their own citizens. 
Without any stress being laid upon it the 
principle was adopted in the original Con- 
stitution, when the Vice-President was not 
voted for separately and it was retained in 
the tweltth amendment, which introduced the 
present system of separate and distinct ballots 
for Vice-President. 

It is not likely that the people will ever have 
a chance to vote for two citizens of the same 
State as President and Vice-President, though 
such a contingency may arise in Congress. 


But there is no constitutional bar to it in 


either case.

It is understood that several important ad- 
ditions to the faculty of the College of Liberal 
Arts will be made at the trustees’ meeting to 
be held soon. These include professors of 
physics, history, and political economy. Sev- 
eral changes will bo made in other chairs, but 
the authorities have not yet decided on them. 
A third story will be built on Science Hail 
in Evanston to give more room for scientific 
work. The department of biology and geol- 
ogy will be accommodated in this. additional 
space, Dr. Oliver Marcy and Prof. C. B. At- 
well have presented plans fur the space to be 
occupied by these two departments, 

An uddition to the Woman's Hall, formerly 
known as the Woman’s College, will be com- 
pleted by fall. It will cost $25,000 and will 
almost double the present capacity to accom- 
modate students, Every room throughout the 
addition and the old hall will have steam or 
hot water heat and gas and electric light. A 
woman's gymnasium will be fitted up in the 
new portion of the building, and the old gym- 
nasium will hereafter be solely used by the 
men. 1 
_ The committee on the new library building 
is busy perfeeting plans for a fine structure. 
It will be situated northwest of Memorial 
Hall, in the center of the campus, as it will 
ultimately be.

And when the Queen complained of the ex- 
orbitant demands of the Giscoverer, he 
reminded her that the cost would be 
but a trifimg consideration if the at- 
tempt succeeded, but if it failed could 
be reduced to next to nothing, When to 
this cogent reasoning the Queen objected the 
emptiness of the Castilian treasury, and the 
need of again pawning her jewels to raise the 
means, Santangelo unhesitatingly assured her 
of the flourishing state of the Aragonese fin- 
ances, doubtless because of the.’ reyenues 
yielded by the eXpulsion of the Jews, and of 
the resources there available, promising at 
the same time to win over the perplexed and 
inert mind of Ferdinand the Catholic. 

Thereupon messengers were sent post-haste, 
who stopped Columbus at a neighboring 
bridge, some two leagues away, and made him 
turn back to Granada, where, in April, 1492, 
the articles of agreement known as the Capit- 
ulations of Santa Fé were signed, granting 
Columbus all he asked. Thence he went to 
Palos in May, to set out in August from that 
port upon the new and incredible Argonaut 
voyage, in the course pf which his search for

Salt Lake City has a population of 60,000 
souls. It is compactly built, a good embodi- 
ment of its founders’ principle of centralized 
government. This city was to be the Mormon 
spiritual and temporal stronghold. High 
walls of rough stone still surround many of 
the old buildings, giving them a semi-fortified 
look. A prominent characteristic is the width 


of the streets, they being 120 feet in the 


clear.“ On each side ripples the clear 
mountain water which the .pioheers of the 
valley have turned to such good account. The 
city is n bowered in trees and it is scarcely 
surpassed anywhere in the abundance anda 
variety of its flowers. A few minutes’ ride 
from the heart of the city are the White Sul- 
phur Springs, famous for the medicinal value 
of their waters. Every convenience for 
bathers is furnished here, and the 
place is popular among pleasur3- 
seekers as well as invalids.- The 
water is tepid and strongly impregnated with 
sulphur, k’s Hot Springs is another fa- 
vorite resort within easy reach of the city. 
The name is no misnomer, for the water has 
to be tempered. It comes from the main 
spring at boiling heat. A cripple with a 
wooden leg greatly edified the bystanders last 
week oy dipping that member into the spring 
and pronouncipg the water to be a nice, 
comfortable temperature.” ‘he curative pow- 
ers of both these springs are marve 
Though it is not strictly true that the blind 
have been made to see, there is no doubt 
that hundreds of the lame have been made to 
walk.

Just across the street are the houses once 
occupied by her less fortunate sisters in wéd- 
lock, the remaining eighteen Mésdames 
Young, They are, like all the houses of that 
period: built of adobe, or sun-dried bricks, 
and plastered outside for protection against 
the elements. These American harems are 
known as the Lion House and the Bee 
Hive.“ The former is so called because the 
figure of a lion carved from stone ornaments 
the porch at the main entrance. To the right 
and nearly hidden by trees is the Bee Hive. 
On the tower can be seen the symbol from

It is a sig- 
nificant fact that most of the epi- 
taphs record foreign birth—Swedes, Danes, 
and English, afew Scotch and Welsh. Then,

James A. Herne, who wrote “Margaret Flem- 
4 ing, the realistic domestic drama, which was 
presented Thursday night at McVicker’s. 
MI. Herne has been actuated by two mo- 
| tives to write of life as it is, as he finds it in 
' the living present; and to offer a solution of 
‘the social problem of man’s com ve im- 
munity from punishment in his sins against 
marital fidelity. In the former attempt he 
has naturally the sympathy of our realist 
‘writers of fiction; in the latter he has at- 
tempted a Quixotic feat, the failure of which 
casts no reflection on his purity of purpose. 
His nobility of intention justifies his aim and 
excuses him for missing the mark of convio- 
jon. . 
There are realistic plays in which mean 
passion is exploited merely for purposes of 
sensation, or as a medium for the exhibition 
of acting. Such a one, for instance, was 
„Pauline Blanchard,“ that libel on human- 
ity, in which Sarah Bernhardt appeared during 
her recent visit to the United States, 
The story was a sordid degradation 
to modern peasant conditions of the Romeo 
and Juliet theme.

Does Margaret Fleming meet this test? 
One thinks it does. It is not a model of con- 
structive skill like the social dramas of Ibsen, 
which are put together with the infinite pa- 
tience and nicety of Florentine mosaic work- 
ers. Five acts are employed to tell a story 
which might b= related adequately in one or 
two. The happening toward which the whole 
action moves is an episode rather than a cli- 
maz—but what a magnificent episode it is! 
It does not glorify the play but it vindicates 
its existence. The action of the wronged wife 
and mother, who takes to her breast the 
child of her dead rival, strikes the 
imagination with t electric touch 
“which makes the whole world kin.”

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A Remarkable Drama in Real 
out a Heavy Villain. 

San Antonio, Tex., June 30.—[{Giobe Demo- 
crat.|—There recently passed through this 
city, en route to the City of Mexico, the 
principals in a romance stranger than was 
ever woven into drama or story. Nearly 
twenty years ago George. Dunhaven, a pros- 
perous young Hnglish tradesman, became 
involved in a difficulty witha neighbor and 
killed him. The act w done ia self. 
defense, but the only witness was an 
enemy of Dunhaven, and he perjured himself 
for the sake of revenge. Dunhaven was held 
to ans wer to the charge of murder, and, see- 
ing ao hope of securing Pistice, effected his 
escape and fled. to this country under an as- 
sumed name. For a year he punched cattle 
in West Texas, then went down ‘into Mexico 
and devoted his attention to mining. He 
prospered, and in a couple of years was worth 
a great deal of mioney: In Mexico he met a 
handsome American girl, who was traveling 
with her father and invalid mother. An at- 
tachment sprang up and they became en- 
gaged, but the father objected. Before the 
young lady left Mexico she was secretly 
married to Dunhaven, he promising 
that he would dispose of his Mexican property 
and follow her to the States. There another 
attempt was to be made to overcome the ob- 
jections of the father, and failing, Dunhaven 
was to claim his bride. Shortly after the de- 
parture of the Americans the young husband 
received word from a relative in England that 
the witness had made a confeasion completely 
exonerating him, and he decided to return to 
his native land, clear up his record, and as- 
sume hié rightful name before claiming his 
bride. He wrote to her 2 matters 
but the letter miscarried, When he returned 
to America he found his wife’s parents both 
dead, and that she bad gone no one knew 
whither.

There he 
entered the British army and was sent abroad. 
Three years ego he left the service and pur- 
vhased a handsome home near Manchester 
and devoted his time to the education of his 
widowed sister’s childreu. The governess of 
the latter was a handsome, accomplished 
woman, and Dunhaven dell desperately in 
love with het. Not knowing whether his first 
wife was living or dead he did not feel at lib- 
erty to declare his passion. He came to 
America and made another exhaustive but 
futile search for the missing bride, and 
returned to England fully satisfied that 
he was a free — He laid meee 
to the heart of the stately governess and wus 
accepted. She told him t she had been 
once married, but was d by her hus- 
band, from whom she subsequently secured 
a divorce. By her first marriage she had one 
child, a daughter, who was at school in 
America. And so they were wedded. Dun- 
haven’s happiness was soon disturbed, how. 
ever, by whispers that his wife had deceived 
him. A meddlesome friend suggested that 
no one had ever seen a record of Mrs. Dun- 
haven’s first  marria The wrathful 
husband soundly caned the doubter of his 
wife’s honor, but that only set a hund 
tongues to wagging where one had wagged 
before. Like Othello, Dunhaven began to 
grow suspicious. Like most good husbands 
he stood a little in awe of his wife and hesi- 
tated to ask her for proofs of her early 
marri When he.did so he had become 
so suspicious that, with true American 2 
his wife told him plainly that, if he coul 
not depend upon her 1 word, he 
was at liberty to leave her.

IT IS HARDLY A BED OF ROSES. 


One of the Unpleasant Tangles That Arise 
in a Manager’s Life. 

That the life of a manager, even though he 
enjoy a subverition and any amount of au- 
thority, is not one of unalloyed happiness is 
shown by the following communication from 


Paris concerning a new and evidently unique 


work recently produced at the Grand Opera: 

To honor M. Charpentier, a new and young 
paix de Rome, it was decided to give a public 

earing to his“ Vie du Poste.“ Besides the sol- 
emn necessity for a careless audience to listen to 
a style of composition and music quite out of the 
ordinary limit, it became necessary to ask the 
orchestra to come to the stage and the chorus to 
take the place of the orchestra.* This was indeed 
a revolution, and all hands refused there and 


en. 
The chorus immediately asked for 30 extra 
francs for each representation, inasmuch as they 
were to dress in their own citizen's, robes.’ This 
made 3,000 francs. The management compro- 
mised for one-half that amount. Then the orches- 
2 1 8 francs each , ause 2 con- 
ract did not oblige them to pla, upon o stage 
behind the tootlights, K M. Hortrand wisely con- 
cluded to give up the prix de Rome and his 
poem, but this ruined all the hones of poor 
Charpentier. Half the orchestra knew the com- 
poser well; they were all children of the Conser- 
vatoire, and the musician determined to appeal to 
their camaraderie. The vote was taken, and al- 
most unanimously the orchestra decided to oblige 
a fellow-artist, but not the direction. This leaves 
a serions question unsettled, and shows how very 
little real power the operatic manager can claim. 
There are four parts in the work of M. Charpen- 
tier. The first tells of the enthusiasm of the poet; 
the second, of his doubts; the third, of his inca- 
pacity; and the fourth, of his careless life passed 
in dissipation and pleasure. The poem is worth- 
less; and the music, while of elevated inspiration 
and serious power in many numbers, is not of the 
kind to invite the study or retain the attention of 
a mixed audience. The artist has brilliant quali- 
ties, but whether these partake of profound study 
or sudden inspiration remains to be seen.

A NEW USE FOR MONKEYS, 


They Pick and Bag Cherries for Aaron 
Howells of Goshen, 


Gosuen, N. Y., July 5.— There is an ancient 


saying, current among sailors, that monkeys 
can speak, but refrain from dog so lest they 
should be compelled to work. Aaron How- 
ells, who owns a cherry farm near Goshen, 
N. Y., remembered this, when a year ago he 
began to teach a couple of large 
monkeys to pick his fruit. The influx 
of California fruit to the Eastern mar- 
kets has gradually so seriously reduced 
the profit of tne growers on the Atlantic sea- 
board that it became evident that the wages of 
hired pickers would eat it nearly all up. Inci- 
dentally Farmer Howells tioned this to 
his cousin, who is the Ca of an East In- 
dia trader sailing from Boston. Capt. How- 
ells replied that on some of the 4 near 
Siam he had seen monkeys that had been 
trained to pick fruit und did their work well. 
He saw ne reason why the ersatures should 
not be similarly utilged in r ounty. 

Farmer Howells was very skep but 
when, on his cousin’s rétura from his next 
voyage, he brought h with him two very 
big Siamese apes, he be ‘instruct them 
at once. They learned very rapidly, and now 
the owner thinks they save him gt least 50 
cents a day each. They climb better, pick 
more, and eat less thau the boys, Each mon- 
key has a bag that contains. about five pounds 
of fruit slung around his waist. 

They go up the tree ‘like a rocket,“ said 
Mr. Howells, “and, when their bags are full, 
they come down lke the stick. A heap of 
empty sacks on the grass fready for them, 
and they help themselves and return to their 
work. Moreover, with their toil, the farmer 
thinks they have broken their silence, and, 
though he cannot yet understand what they 
say, he is quite sure that they hold animated 
conversations with each other, 

They certainly chatte away, and that there 
is a spirit of rivalry between them is evident. 
When one plucks more cherries than the other 
he is somewhat offénsively triumphant und his 
companion is proportionately dejected.

small consequence that we should be neat and 
tidy for the great Columbian display, and if 
that point be gained there should not be much 
difficulty in making the improvement a per- 
manent one for all time to come, It will be 
well if the Fair prove to be the means of 
wakening us up to the necessity of dealing 
with sanitary matters in cosmopolitan fasb- 
ion, to the utter abandonment of the slipshod 
methods which have too long given us a rural 
air in the midst of city magnitude. 

It is as good as settled that we are to have 
suitable crematories for burning up the gar- 
bage, instead of dumping it in the outgkirts to 
stink and create a nuisance, and a more effi- 
cient scavenger service. The work of collect- 
ing the garbage ought to be performed as 
much as possible at night when travel in the 
streets is at the minimum. And with this 
there should be a pcsitive insistence that the 


‘| quantity of garbage to be thus disposed of 


shail be reduced to reasonable dimensions as 
well as that it be placed where it will least 
offend the senses of residents and visitors. To 
this end the householders and others who con- 
tribute the garbage and other bbish will 
have to be convinced it is to own inter- 
est to act in this particular for that 
of the community. They must be given 
to understand it will be a saving of 
trouble and expense to themselves to be 
as clean as possible, to burn up in their stoves 
all they can thus dispose of without the aid 
scavengers, and put the rest where it will not 
be a nuisance while waiting to be removed. 
Probably this cannot be accomplished with- 
out acting on the lines followed by the great 
cities of Europe. There it is made the duty 
of each member of the police force to look 
out for and report all infractions of sanitary 


of the peace. There it is the duty of the po- 
lice to report the existence of defects in 
streets or sidewalks, and to arrest at sight 
any person depositing garbage.or ether refuse 
where it does not belong. In other words, 
they are instructed to arrest all persons de- 
tected in the commission of a nuisance of apy 
kind, and thus to protect the public against 
bad acts by any individual. 

With proper supervision in this respect 
there Would be no sweepings of house or 
store thrown into the street, no littering of 
the sidewalks with waste paper or banana 
peel, no cumbering of the alleys with a vast 
mass of rubbish which has no business to be 
there at all. The scavenger would then be 
deprived of the excuse bebind which he now 
finds refuge too often, that the work given 
him to do is beyond his powers of perform- 
ance. With not much more than half the 
material to remove, and a smaller distance to 
transport it, he could be required to take 
everything that ought to be taken away or 
give place to some one else able and willing to 
do so. Efficient watching by officers who 
know that they are themselves well watched is 
absolutely necessary to keep people from the 
commission of nuisances and make the public 
servant do what he is paid Tor.

WHAT WAGES UNDER FREE TRADE?’ 

President Morse of the lilimois Steel com- 
pany is quoted in Tuz TRIBUxR as saying that 
“the company will have no trouble with its 
employés, no strike is imminent, and there is 
no friction whatever between company and 
men. The number of workers at the aiffer- 
ent steel mills foots up to 10,900, only 1,800 
of whom terminated wage contracts at the 
close of last month. The other 9.100 are 
working on wage contracts which do not ex- 
pire till next year or later. All are satisfied 
and contented, he thinks, The question of 
labor disturbances has not arisen among any 
of them. The company is prospering under 
a protective tariff of 50 per cent on its prod- 
ucts, and its eleven thousand workmen are 
receiving fully 50 per cent higher wages thar 
are paid @ their foreign competitors. 

These are pleasant conditions, to be en- 
joyed by a large number of persons. On the 
basis of four to a family there is a total of 43, - 
600 individuals, or enough for the population 
of a pretty large town, ail of whom are con- 
tented on the basis of plenty of work and fair 
pay for their toil. Nor is this all. The num- 
ber must be increased by many thousands to 
include the shopkeepers and their families 
and local mechanics, such as shoemakers and 
tailors, and those engaged in carrying sup. 
plies to and fro, etc., for the supply of the 
wants of the workers, their wives and chil. 
dren. Then there is an invested capital of 
$25,000,000 fn those great mills which is util- 
ized in furnishing employment to a vast num- 
ber of other toilers, It partially pays for the 
labor of mining the ore and limestone and ex- 
tracting coal and turning it into coke, 
transporting these and other materials by 
boat and rail, and then taking away the 
finished product in a considerable number of 
forms to the workers in other departments of 
effort, who finally put them into shape where 
they minister directly to the comfort and wel- 
fare of the community. The Illinois Steel 
company and its dependencies thus férm a 
very important element in the buman hive. 
At present the thousands of employés and 
those dependent upon them are comfortable, 
They are not complaining; nor are their em- 
ployers.. But supposing that a qua¥rel should 
arise between them about wages, as at Home- 
stead, what remedy would the Democratic 
party propose for the settlement of the dis- 
pute?

Such must be the result of adopting the |

down here about 50 per cent cheaper than the 
prices they now sell for in this market, Then 
in order to avoid the obliteration of its $25,- 
000,000 of capital the Illinois Steel company 
must make iron and steel as cheaply and sell 
it in competition with the foreign goods. This 
would necessarily involve not only a cutting 
down of wages of the immediate employés to 
the foreign level but a corresponding reduc- 
tion in the cost of ore, coal, oke, and trans- 


‘portation, the selling values of all these being 


in chief part composed of labor. The wages 
paid in these and other departments must be 
cut down some 50 per cent or employers 
would have to close their establishments and 
pay ne wages at all. 

Does any wage-worker suppose that Demo- 
cratic remedy would content the iron-work- 
ers? Considering the terrible row caused by a 
proposition to effect a moderate decrease in 
the pay of a small percentage of the men now 
on strike at Homestead would it be feasible to 
bring about a 40 or 50 per cent reduction all 
round without causing a grand economic con- 
vulsion from which the toilers would suffer 
fearfully, while the capitalist class would be 
at least in part compensated by,the greater 
purchasing power of its accumulations? That

rakrnan FALSEHOODS. . 

Friday the House passed a bill to take off 
the duty on tinplate. The Democrats assert 
that none is made in the United States. 
Therefore, according to them, the duty is a 
purely revenue one, yielding ten and a half 
millions to the government and affording no 
prutection to American industry. Hence if 
the Democrats had lived up to their platform, 
which says that duties must be imposed only 
on non-competitive articles, they would have 
left tinplate as it is. 

During the debate on this ubdemocratic 
bill Mr. MeMillm of Tennessee, a loud- 
mouthed Confederate partisan, who is a mem- 
ber of the Committee on Ways and Means of 
the present House, and who served on it dur- 
ing the two preceding Congresses, fancied that 
he saw a chance to make some political capi- 
tal out of the disturbances at Homestead, 
though it involved a reckless disregard of 
trata. Referring to what had happened at 
Homestead, he said: 

These occurrences showed that the present tariff 
instead of increasing the wages of labor, as had 
been claimed by the Republicans, had decreased 
them. Dio any man deny it?” 

The Republicans had promised that wages 
would be increased. That this promise had not 
been fulfilled had been shown and the Republic- 
ans were sensitive when the failure was com- 
mented upon. 

On the preceding day a brawling Senatorial 
demagogue named Voorhees, who occasionally 
uses his time between drinks to retail old 
falsehoods and invent new ones, thrust him- 
self on the attention of the Senate to assert 
that there Were no labor riets in this country 
when it had a “ revenue tariff.“ and that such 
troubles were due to protection alone. 

Taking their cue from these utterances of 
partisans who know the facts, and would state 
them correctly if they thought it to their ad- 
vantage to do so, but who falsify them be- 
cause they think it will gain votes, the English 
papers attribute the existing troubles at 
Homestead to the McKinley tariff. They 
accept as gospel the direct and indi- 
rect assertions of these Democratic per- 
verters of the truth, that the duties on iron 
and steel were increased by the McKinley 
law; that at the time théy were increased the 
Republicans promised the workingmen that 
their wages should be raised, but that instead 
of the employers doing it they are cutting 
them down, What are the facts? ‘ 

A comparison of the duties as they are now 
and as they were under the law of 1883 brands 
as false the statement that they were in- 
creased by the McKinley bill. The duties on 
structural steel were lowered from 1 cents a 
pound to nine-tenths of a cent. This is a cut 
of $7.70 a ton on one of the most important 
products of the Carnegie steel mills. The duties 
on the nigher grades of bar, round, and square 
iron were lowered $2.20 a ton, as were those on 
sheets of iron and steel. The rates on iron and 
steel wire, galvanized and not galvanized, 
were reduced on lower grades. Iron a.d steel 
rails had been paying from $17 to $22 per ton 
duty, while the McKinley bill reduced the 
duties to $13.44. Thusa great slice was cut 
off the protective duty. Cast-iron pipes were 
reduced $2.20 per ton, and cuts were also 
made on iron castings. The duties on some 
grades of steel ingots, billets, and blooms 
were also made lower. Pig iron was not dis- 
turbed. Some duties were ‘raised, but with 
the exception of tinplate they applied almost 
exclusively to hardware and cutlery. Some 
of the reductions on iron and steel wers 
greater than thase of the Democratic Mills 
bill, 

As it is untrue that the duties on structural 
steel rails and other forms of steel were in- 
creased—they being lowered instead—so is it 
untrue that the Republicans told the iron and 
steel workmen that the lowering of the duties 
was going to increase their wages. The Dem- 
ocrats and not the Republicans are the ones 
who hold that lower duties and no duties at 
all will be beneficial to the workingman. 

McMillin was a mefhber of the committee 
which prepared the McKinley law. He knows 
what its increases and reductions are. He 
knows that it lowered the duties on the most 
important products of the Pennsylvania steel 
mills. Why then did he say that the Republic- 
ans had promised that the wages of the men 
working in them should be increased by the 
McKinley law? Because he is a malignant, 
unscrupulous partisan, who would just as 
soon tell the truth asa lie if he thought it 
would hurt the Republican party, but who 
does not hesitate to substitute for the truth a 
series of falsehoods for the purpose of putting 
Democrats in office. In this case he is a per- 
nicious, deliberate falsifier, a disgrace to the 
House. 

He knows perfectly well, and so does the 
Indiana demagogue when in 4 state to know 
anything, that the demand of the owners of 
the Homestead mills that the scale be lowered 
is due 80 the fact that there has been a steady 
fall in the price of steel. Structural steel has 
gone down 33 per cent and plates from 20 to 


25 per cent, while steel billets dropped 10 per | 


cent between January and June of this year. 
McMillin knows of the lower price, and is 
well aware that it is not due to the tariff, but

when it is made in self-defefise, in order that. 
their capital may not be eaten up and they be 
forced to quit the business. Rarely if ever 
before has a Congressman dared’ to weave 


such a web of shameless falsehoods.

The dread cholera has gained a fovthold in 
France and the British Isles, Starting id the 


‘middle part of Northern Asia east of the Cas- 


pian, it passed westward to. Baku, the ‘ head- 
quarters of the Russian trade in petroleum, 
then northward between the Caspian and the 
Black Sea, along the course of the Volga and 
into the famine-stricken districts of Russia, 
swept through Moscow and St. Petersburg, 
and thence southward to Western Europe. In 
the first portion of its course it appears to 
have followed approximately the line of the 
new transcontinental railroad in Russia. Sub- 
sequently it spread along the older avenues of 
commerce, and with a velocity corresponding 
to that of modern travel as ¢ompared with 
that of ancient times. A couple of cent- 
uries ago the disease would have oceupied 
two or three years in spreading over the dis- 
tance now covered by i in a few days. The 
facilities afforded by our latter-day civiliza- 
tion favor rapidity of movement for the fell 
destroyer as well as for things that minister to 
our comfort, And this fact leads up to the 
idea that the cholera may soon find its way 
across the broad Atlantic. It may be buta 
few days ere it shows itself in New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia. Pittsburg, New Orleans, 
and perhaps even in Chieago. 

If it should visit this city it would meen with 
conditions favorable to its spread, though 
nothing compared with those presented 
among the dirtier peoples of Asia and the 
impoverished millions in the famine smitten 
portion of Russia. In this menace we have an 
overwhelming argument for cleaning up the 
city, putting our shoulders to the wheel which 
the municipal authorities have recently de- 
cided shall be set in motion, For it is well 
known that cholera finds a home and breed- 
ing place among foul smells and bad odors, 
It flourishes whenever it obtains a foothold 
in places where bad water and bad drainage 
conspire to favor it, and the gases of 
decomposition from decaying animal and 
vegetable matter lend their aid to the 
work of destruction. The cholera is born of 
putrefaction, and that deadly process is car- 
ried on with great rapidity in the presence of 
heat and moisture, especially when the latter 
is more than normal combined with a full 
quantity of the other. When these’ noxious 
products are retained in the soil, for want of 
sufficient drainage, and especially when car- 
ried into the drinking water, they slay the 
people by thousands. It is the general ab- 
sence of sanitary arrangements iu Asia and 
the impurity of the water used by most of the 
natives that cause the cholera to be so much 
at home on that continent. The principal 
cities of Europe were in like manner the hot- 
beds of epidemic disease till within a few 
years, during which the health of the people 
has been a subject of scientific study and 4 an 
object of governmental care, 

So we know what means to adopt for mini- 
mizing the ravages of the dread disease should 
it gain a foothold here, and perhaps preveat- 
ing iu from making its appearance in this city. 
It is to thoroughly perform the work already 


outlined by the municipal authorities, clean 


up the city, pave or repave in places where 
that is needed to keep unwholesome liquids 
from standing in pools, completely eliminate 
the garbage heaps that now fester in and 
around the city, carrying the niaterial away 
before it has had time to putrefy, and 
burning it up in suitable cremato- 
ries instead of spreading it in the 
outskirts to endanger the health of the people 
in the neighborhood, We know that the swift 
wings of commerce and travel may bear to us 
the seeds of cholera within a few days, or at 
least before the heated term is over, and iff 
this knowledge we have an additional incent- 
ive, ifany were wanted, to purify the city. If 
the cholera do not penetrate so far we shall 
have the sufficient advantage of having put 
ourselves in presentable condition to meet 
our Fair visitors next year, besides the 
greater personal comfort and the enlarged 
sense of security from the ravages of other 
disease which will be given by proper sani- 
tation. 


THE CHRISTIAN ENDEAVORISTS, 

The great convention of the Societies of 
Christian Endeavor which has been in session 
in New York during the last week is one of the 
most notable events that have octurred in the 


religious world for many years. The growth 
of these societies has been unprecedented. 


The first society was organized at Portland, 
Me., by the Rev. F. E. Clark Feb, 2, 1881. At 
the close of that year there were two societies 
and sixty-eight members, Mr. Clark has 
lived to see the movement which he 
started increase until in 1892 there are 18,500 
societies and 1,100,000 members—a record with 
which no other movement can compete. The 
primary object of this organization is to unite 
the young people of all denominations ina 
systematic “endeavor” to advance the 
Christian idea, This is one of the secrets of 
its marvelous growth, It does not move on 
denominational lines, and there is nothing in 


its platform that conflicts with the creed of 


any denomination. Its motto is Personal 
devotion to Jesus Christ.“ 
in the universality of the movement. A 
sketch of the organization says: 

Its constitution has been translated into almost 
every written language. Its societies flourish in 
Brazil, in Samoa, among the American Indians, in 
India, Australia, Mexico, the West Indies, Af- 
rica, China, Japan, Chile, Norway, Spain, Persia, 
the Hawaiian Islands, and Turkey, as well as in 
the United States. Besides reaching out after 
every land the society reaches out after every 
class. Thereis a commercial travelers’ branch. 
There are many societies in the army and navy. 
There are societies for sailors on peaceful ships, 
one of them having three Captains among its 
members. The Indian reservations have their so- 
cieties. There are others among the telegraph 
operators, the railroad trainmen, section hands, 
and station agents. There are secieties in the 
mines, the marble quarries, and on the far West- 
ern ranches, 

In this convention every State and Terri- 
fory in the United States is represented, the 
total number of delegates being 31,988. This 
has been and will continue to be a year of big 
conventions, but the Christian Endeavor con- 
vention outnumbers them all combined. 
Thirty evangelical denominations are repre- 
sented in this great army. The General Sec- 
retary’s report says: The Presbyterians 
marshal 4,806 societies. There are 4,495 Con- 
gregational societies. The Baptists have 
2,736. Counting the 240 Epworth Leagues of 
Christian Endeavor we have still 2,335 socie- 
ties in the Methodist Episcopal Church, This 
figure does not include the Methodist Prot- 
testants, of whom there are 422. The Diaci- 
ples of Christ have 1,577 societies enrolled,”

Mr. Field’s conditional contribution to the 
building fund, Mr. H. A. Rust, one of their 
number, having pledged the remaining $50,000 
Yesterday, which, added to his previous con- 
tributions, makes $71,000 he has given to the 
project. 

The manner in which the publiospirited 


people of Chieago have come forward to the 


support of the new university is 
something extraordinary, and it, has all 
been done in less than ninety 
days. It will be remémbered that Mr. Mar- 
shall Field contributed $100,000 to the build- 
ing fund upon condition that $1,000,000 should 
be raised within that time. Mr. S. C. Cobb, 
one of the oldest residents of thecity, prompt- 
ly sent in $150,000, and was followed by Mr. 
Martin Ryerson, who gave his check for a 
similar amount. Mr. Sidney A. Kent had al- 
ready given his check for $150,000 and Mr. 
George C. Walker for $50,000, Two unknown 
donors contributed $150,000. Meanwhile the 
women of Chicago, inspired by the appeals of 
the Woman’s club, bave emulated the men in 
this great work. Mrs. Elizabeth G. Kelly, 
Mrs. Nancy 8. Foster, Mrs. A. J. 
Snell, and Mrs, Jerome Beecher have 
given $50,000 each. Besides these con- 
tributions small ones to the amount of 70. 
000 have been made, bringing the total up to 
$960,000 yesterday mornmg. Mr. Rust has 
more than completed the work and a nucleus 
is now collected for a second million. 

Thus the good work continues to grow. It 
is now within sight that the Chicago Univer- 
sity will start upon its great career with one 
of the largest endowments of any,similar in- 
stitution in the country. In buildings, li- 
brary, equipment, and in the teaching force it 
will be better provided at the very outset than 
most colleges in this country are after years 
of effort and experience. Within sight of the 
palaces of the World’s Fair its stately towers 
will soon rise, and when all the world comes 


here next year it will witness the great |: 


university already setting out on its 
career of usefulness. It is now an assured 
fact, and well may the trustees, who have la- 
bored so hopefully and courageously, rejoice 
at the prospect before them. The citizens of 
Chicago also have the right to congratulate 
themselves upon the conclusion of this work, 
whose influences and results in the future no one 
can now estimate. It is a. sufficient answer to 
the charge so frequently made that Chicago is 
only interested in those material things that 
make for its financial enrichment. It shows 
that the men and women of Chicago who 
have profited by its trade, industries, or 
speculations are willing to spend their 
money for those higher things that pertain to 
religion, education, and the promotion of the 
liberal arts. Among all the exhibits at the 


+ World’s Fair none will be more interesting or 


suggestive than thesight of this great uni- 
versity, which has largely been made possible 
through the generous mun iflcence of Chicago 
people, and which is destined to make the 
young metropolis of the West the great edu- 
cational center of the country. The generous 
men and women of this city who have ren- 
dered this result possible may live to see the 
completion of the magnificent monument 
which they have founded and which will re- 
main their permanent memorial. 


TuERe are ordinances forbidding the throw- 


ing ot sweepings, paper, and other litter on 
the street, the scattering of dirt from wagons, 
and other modes of confinitting a nuisance. 
Within the last few months several arrests 
have been made of pe known to have 
committed these offenses, but the police mag- 
istrates have failed to punish the offenders. 
It is said they incline to the side of the defend- 
ant because of a belief that such offenses are 
committed by a great number of per- 
sons, and that it is unjust to single out one 
here and there to bear like a scapegoat 
the sins of the rest upon his head. So, 
the police who made the arrests were derisively 
driven out of court in spite of evidence, and 
have lost all interest in the effort to suppress 
the evil, though it is understood there 
is still a standing order requiring 


them to notice infractions of the ordinance 


covering this class of cases. If it be granted 
that there has been some reason for this 
leniency on the part of the Police Magistrates, 
it exists no longer. The people have resolved, 
through their representatives, to have a clean 
city, and, this fact once understood, 1¢ will be 
mistaken clemency to let offenders go free if 
there be sufficient proof they have done 
wrong. It is probable the magistrates will 
see the matter in this light, but if they do not 
it will be in order for the Mayor to inform 
them that failure to impose proper penalties, 
when sufficient evidence is presented that there 
has been a decided violation of the ordinances, 
will result in their removal. They will then 
understand it to be a duty which they may 
not evade, and the result wili be a wel- 
come change in the habitual disposition 
of garbage and other filth by the people. The 
evil may be too great to be cured all at once, 
and it might be,widely objected to as unfair 
to change to severity in a moment after many 
years of permitted laxity. The people ought 
to be warned that from and after a named 
date those who offend in this respect will be 
prosecuted and then a few convictions would 
soon demonstrate to the community that the 


authorities are in earnest this time, Prob. 


ably it would be found comparatively plain 
sailing after that, as the great majority of 
citizens prefer to do right if they know what 
is expected and required of them.

Wonderful Temples at Baalbec, 

The Temples of Baalbec, Syria, stood upon an 
artificial platform raised about thirty feet above 
the level of the surrounding plain. In many re- 
spects the foundation reminds one of Solomon's 
Temple, and this and other facts have led some 
to ascribe the work to David. Even to this day 
the ruins are grand in their immensity. At one 
place in the foundation, at a height of some 
twenty feet, there are three stones, each of which 
ie 63 feet long, 15 feet wide, and 13 feet 
thick. How such immense stones were quarried, 
transported and put in place is one of the 
teries which engineers have not as yet solved.

PHENOMENAL INCREASE IN VALUE, 


Property Reported Leased at a Valuation 
of $700,000 - Cost in 1866. 

A story is on its rounds tothe effect that 
the Otis property at the southeast corner of 
Jackson and Dearborn streets has been leased 
on a valuation of $700,000, or nearly $200 a 
square foot. Its appearance in an afternoon 
paper has been considered significant, m view 
of certain revaluation negotiations Which 
are now in progress. The corner has 
a fifty foot frontage on both Dear- 
born street and Third avenue, and is 
sixty-eight feet deep. On the south is a fifty- 
foot lot owned by C. C. Heisen.-The lot might 
be of special value to him, but he is no? in the 
market and kuows nothing about a lease to be 
made. The corner lot might be also of spe- 
cial value to the Brooks estate, located as it is 
as regards the Monadnock Building. The 
agents of the Brooks estate, however, consid- 
er the valuation given out of reasdén, and 
would advise the sale of all theirclients’ Dear- 
born and Jackson streets holdings on a basis 
considerably lower than $200 a foot, 

The fact that the transfer of the lease of the 
southwest corner of Madison and Dearborn 


properties in the city, establishes a valuation 
of only $104 a square foot will be sufficient 
evidence to shake the belief of any conserva- 
tive dealer or owner in the rumor regarding 
the Otis corner. The Otis corner, even though 
the present rumor lacks the essential element 
of truth, has a history of more than ordinary 
interest, In 1866 Bryan Latbrop sold the 
property to Mr. Otis for $8,500. It was 
one of the early sales negotiated by Mr. 
Lathrop. The property then ran back 
from Third avenue to the center of Dearborn 
street, which was not opened south of Jackson 
street. The opening of this street gave the 
owner of the lot an award of $25,000. The 
improvements on the lot have probably paid 
a small rate of interest on the original capi- 
tal investment. Now it is probably worth 
from $500,000 upward.as the enthusiasm of 
the buyer or lessee dictates.

DISTRIBUTION OF REALTY HOLDINGS, 


How Wage-Earners Fecome Householders 
Under the Philadelphia System. 

A recent article in-a real-estate journal, in 
commenting on the distribution of land, has 
the following in praise of the Philadelphia 
system of tenure in holdings: 

You will tind that the City of Philadelphia has 
become a great and prosperoas center of manu- 
facturing industry, and at the same time the city 
of homes of an immense number of skilled me- 
chanics, largely through the admirable methods 
by which the wide distribution of land has been 
promoted. In tue first. place, the building act of 
the City of Philadelphia requires a cértain ade- 
quate amount of open space or yard in ratio to 
each family occupying dweliings in that part of 
the city devoted to the construction. of dwelling- 
—— Next, land is sold in small parcels 

1 rents, terminable at the option 
o lessee after a given period. Land pur- 
y Boo upon these terms is practically ves by 
title in the lessee so long as he shall pay the 
— rent, but this ground rent ma com- 
1 on given terms, after a certain period. 
y payment of a lump sum, or by several pay- 
ments, according to the conditions of the convey- 
ance. This method differs from the ordinary 
bond mortgage in the fact that there is no actual 
note payabie at a fixed date, so that the occupant 
of land cannot be foreclosed, and cannot be called 
upon for payment of the capitalized value of the 
rental at a fixed time when he might not be able 
to pay so much, although he may be perfectly 
able to pay the annual ground rent.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS, 


Plans for a Unique South Side Bullding 
Have Been Completed. 

Work is about to begin on the construction 
of a large building on the property on Dear- 
born street, between Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth, which was purchased late in 1890 by | 
the American Horse Exchange from P. C. 
Hanford. The land is 3641152 feet in 
depth, with a west frontage. Plans fora 
four-story building have been completed b 
Karl L. Lehmann of Chicago and Lienan 
Nash of New York. 

The walls will be of brick, the building hav- 

ng high gables about eighty feet high at the 

59 on Sixteenth and Seventeenth streets. 
pa Sixteenth street end of the first story will 
contain the offices, while the stories immedi- 
ately above this will be used for the storage 
of carriages. At the other end there will be 
four stories of stalls for horses, there being 
about 400 stails in all. The center of the 
building will be a shaft or court oval in shape 
and about 150 to 260 feet clear up to a sky- 
light, and in this exhibitions of fine 
horses will be held. Inside the 
track there will be an auctioneer’s stand. 
This central part will be spanned by 
Steel arches in single spans, there being no in- 
termediate columns or anything to interfere. 
The original plans contemplated the construc 
tion of a row of seats about the track and the 
central portion of the building to accommo- 
date 1,200 persons at the exhibitions which 
would occur several times during the year and 
which would undoubtedly be of great interest 
from the fine quality of horses to be seen 
there. It is presumed that this feature of the 
plan is to be carried out as originally intende 1 
or has probably been enlarged upon. The 
building will be ef brick, steel, and iron, 
and is to be a model structure of its kind. It 
will de handsomely equipped and will be 
lighted by electricity. 

The Butterfield estate will build a three- 
story apartment house on Michigan avenue 
between Twenty-first and 24 
streets. The building will have ground di- 
mensions of 80x80 feet and will cost about 
$25,000. The front will be of pressed brick 
with stone trimming, and the interior finish 
will be in hardw The building will face 
the new Lexington Hotel. 

William J. Van Keuren is engaged upon 

ans for a modefa apartment building for 
Mrs Rachel Davis, at Rush and Indiana 
streets. The building will be seven stories 
and basement, 20x125 feet in size, and will 
cost $50,000 

A local syndicate i is being formed to erect a 
four-story hotel on Avenue A, near Seventy- 
first street. The lot on which the building is 
to be erec has an east frontage of 290 feet, 
and the building will be of bric donstruction 
and will cover the entire ground space. It 
wil have in the 1 of 300 rooms, 
and will cost about $50,000. 

Dixon & Brookes are completing lans for 
two handsome houses to be built at the south- 
west corner of Michigan avenue and Thirty- 
seventh court by Adolph J. Lichtstein, one of 
which will cost $40,000 and the other $16,000 
The lot on which they will be built has a front- 
age of seventy-five feet. One will be two 
stories basement and attic high, and will front 
thirty-two feet, with a depth of eighty-two 
féet. It will be semi-colonial in style, and will 
be of brown stone, with slate roof. It will 
contain twenty-two rooms, and all will be elab- 
orately finished in hardwoods, mosaics, and 
will de heated by hot water. The cost is 
placed at $40,000 and it will be completed 
within a year. Adjoining it he will build a 
two story house, 24X72 feet. It will be of 
rock-faced brown stone with hardwood finish 
and will be heated by hot water and will cost 
about $16,000. Construction on both houses 
will be commenced about Aug. 1. 

Jul DeHarvath is now receiving bids for the 
construction of the Britain, the new apartment 
house, which Rothschild Bros. will build at 
the northwest corner of Indiaua avenue and 
Forty-Hrst street. It will be four stories high, 
100x161 feet, and will be of stome in che first 
story with brick above, there being a number 
of bay windows of brick and copper. There 
will be entrances from both streets finished in 
mosaic and marble. It will be cut int 
apartments, finished in hardwood and heated 
by steam. The cost is estimated at $125,000. 

Stiles & Stone have designed a four-story 
apartment house, to be built at Hope avenue 
and Sixty-sixth street by Charles F. White of 
White & Coleman at a cost of $65,000. it will 
extend over an area of 126x80 feet. During 
the World’s Fair it will be used for a hotel.

frontage on Noble street of eighty- five feet, 
and will consist of four stories and basement. 
The stores will be a handsome arrangement of 
iron and plate-glass. The upper stories will 
be a combination of St. Louis pressed brick 
and blue Bedford stone. At the corner will 
rise a circular tower with conical projection, 

H. P, Harned has completed drawings for 
a $18,000 block of stores and flats to improve 
the corner of Ashland avenue and Fifty-fifth 
street, for W. L. DeWolf. The improvement 
will consist of a three-story and basement 
structure covering an area of 65x58 feet. The 
stores will have modern fronts with iron 
columns. The superstructure will be of St. 
Louis pressed brick with cut Bedford stone 
dressings, gaivanized iron cornice and com- 
position roof.

SITE FOR A MERCANTILE PALACE. 


Formal Transfer of a State Street Lone- 
Term Leasehold. 

The event of the week from a real-estate 
standpoint has been the transfer of the lease- 
hold of the northwest corner of State and 
Madison streets from Otto Young to Owen F. 
Aldis, W. F. Dummer, Bryan Lathrop. Cyrus 
Bentley, and Carter Ii. Fitzhugh as trustees. 
The corner, which is commonly khown as the 
Doré property, was leased about two years 
ago by Otto Young from the owner, Samuel 
A. Crozer, for ninety-nine years af an annual 
rental of $32,000, or 5 per cent on à valuation 
of $640,000 The consideration paid to Otto 
Young is in the shape of an $80,000 interest in 
the new syndicate, which has been formed 
to erect a high-class. mercantile building on 
the corner. This syndicate includes, in addi- 
tion to the members named as trustees, Will- 
iam Waller, John A. Davidson, Holabird & 
Roche, the architects, and George A. Fuller, 
who will be the contractor. 

The capitalized valuation of the land at the 
corner, including the intermediate $80,000, is 
$720, 000. The lot is 66x105 feet, and the valu- 
ation is equivalent to $10,909 a front foot for 
the State street frontage, or $104 a square 
foot. The building to be erected will 
be a mercantile structure representing 


an outlay of $500,000. An emergency permit,

than twelve hours. With such facilities a visit 


to the Grand Canon is now an easier matter 


than the trip to Yosemite Valley or Yellow- 


stone Park, both of which, without m the 


least disparaging their great merit, could be 
hidden in the pocket of one of the thousand 
side gorges of the Grand Canon and distinctly 
lost to mankind. 

The road to the cafion is greatly diversified 
in interest. Plunging at once into one of the 
parks that characterize this region—forests of 
tall pine free from undergrowth, streaked 


with sunlight and carpeted with grass—for 
many miles it closely skirts the splendid San 


Francisco peaks, crossing brief open stretches 
where prairie dogs abound, or winding 
through rocky defiles, on past volcanic vent- 
holes in whose subterranean recesses the 


Cave Dwellers made their primitive home, and 


where the hill slopes are thickly strewn with 
fragments of pottery; past mountains of black 
cinder striped with red slag; over broad 
ranges where sheep and cattle browse and the 
tents of the herders gleam from the hillside 
where the precious spring pours out its flow; 
threading tne notches of slopes regularly set 
with cedar and pifion; across gentle divides 
from whose summit the faint rosy hues of the 
Painted Desert may be seen in the northeast,

This river channel, the profoundest 
depth, and actually nearly 6,000 feet below 
the level of the adj * Ie is in seem- 
img n rather jignificant trench, at- 
tracting the eye more by reason of its 
som tone and mysterious 8. tion 
than by any appreciable characteristic of a 
chasm. It is nearly five miles distant in a 
straight line, and its uppermost rims are 3,000 
feet below the Observer, whose measuring ca- 
pacity is entirely inadequate to the demand 
made by such maghitudes. One can never 
believe the distance to the river to be more 
than a mile as the crow flies, before descend- 
ing the trail or attempting some other form of 
inchworm measurement. Mere brain cnowl- 
edge counts for little against the illusion un- 
der which the organ of vision is doomed here 
to labor. 

That red cliff upon your right, fading 
through brown, yellow, and gray, to white at 
the top, is taller than the Washington monu- 
ment. The Auditorium in Chicago would not 
cover one-half its perpendicular span. Yet it 
does not greatly impress you. You idly toss a 
pebble toward itand are surprised that your 
aim fell short. Subsequently you learn that 
the cliff is a good half mile distant. If you 
care for an abiding sense of its true propor- 
tions go over to the trail that begins beside its 
summit, and clamber down to its base and 
back. You will return some hours later and 
with a decided respect for a small Grand 
Cafion cliff. 

Yet relatively it is insignificant. In_that 
sense your first estimate was correct. Were 
Vulcan to cast it bodily into the chasm direct-

The descent of this formidable series, near- 
ly 6,000 feet in thickness. begins half a mile 
east of the stage terminus. Fortwo miles it 
is a sort of Jacob's Ladder, zigzagging at an 
unrelenting pitch down a steep and nearly 
uniform decline caused by a sliding geological 
fault and centuries of frost and rain. It ‘is 
safe and practicable. for pack animals and 
stout-hearted pedestrians; women have occa- 
sionally made the descent: but at present it 
necessitates too hurried a scramble in places 
to.attempt it confidently on muleback. 

Our party was accompanied by three pack 
animals, of which John the burro, familiarly 
known as Johnnie, claims a brief word as an 
altogether nonchalant, enterprising and irre- 
pressible jackass.

At times, rather to vent his obstreberous 
humor than to enable the fugitives to gain a 
lead, he puused on the verge of a particularly 
formidable decline, and then starting with a 
quick run slid the entire length with evident 
enjoyment, like a small boy on ice, checking 
himself abruptly at our heels with a humer- 
ous cock of his head, as if he found our la- 
borious exertions intensely amusi In vain 
John Hance, aes pale who loves him like a 
son, expostulated and threatened to cut his 
ears off and grub the roots wut, and by other 
slow, inquisitorial tortures to dismember his 
carcass; but Johnnie could not be intimidated,

Only by descending the trail can one arrive 
at a like a comprehension of the pro- 
portions of the cafion. Two miles of it brings 
one to a comparatively gentle slope called the 
First Level, some 2,500 feet below the rim;

Further on the trail continues down a widen- 
ing gorge, plentifully se} with shrubs and 
spangled with the bloom of the yucca, prickly 
pear, primrose, marigol@, and a score of un- 
familiar showy flowers, white, blue, red, and 
yellow, surprisingly fresh and vigorous above 
a dry, red,stony soil. Small lizards dart across 
the path—brown lizards. spotted lizards, striped 
lizards, lizards with tails of peacock blue, and 
an occasional horned toad scrambles out of 
the way. No other reptile is encountered. 
Soon the course of a clear rivulet is reached, 
whose windings are followed to the 
end. The red wall limestone (a blue lime- 
stone superficially stained à brilliant red) 
gives place to dark brown sandstone, whose 
perfectly horizontal strata rapidly rise above 
the head to prove the rate of our descent 
along the apparently gentle decline. Over- 
shadowed by this sandstone of chocolate hue 
the way grows gloomy and foreboding, and 
the gorge narrows greatly. We stop a moment 
beneath a slanting cliff 500 feet high to escape 
a passing shower, and ndicular rain 
falls fifty feet outside of where we stand. 
There is an Indian grave and pottery scat- 
tered about, A gigantic niche has been worn 
in the face of the caverndus cliff, and the 
place is named the Temple of Sett in recogni- 
tion of its fancied Egyptian character. 

A little beyond the temple it becomes 
necessary to abandon the animals. It is still 
a mile and a half to the river. The way 
narrows to a mere notch, where two wagons 
could barely 2 and the granite begins to 
tower gloomily overhead, for we have dropped 
below the sandstone and have entered the 
archean; a frownmg black rock, streaked, 
veined, and swirled with vivid red and white 
smoothed and polished by the rivulet and 
beautiful as a mosaic. Obstacies 
encountered in the form of steep 
crags, past which the 
brook has found a way, bat over which 
the pedestrian must clamber, After these 
lesser difficulties sheer deseents come, which 
must be passed by the aid of ropes. The last 
considerable drop is a forty-foot bit by the 
side of a pretty cascade, Where there are bare- 
ly enough irregularities in the wall to give 
partial toehold. The narrowed eleft now be- 
comes exceedingly wayward in its course, 
turning abruptly to right and left and work- 
ing down into twilight depths. It is very 
still. At every turn we look to see 
the embouchure upon the river, antici- 
pating the sudden shock of the 
uninterrupted roar of waters. When at 
last this is reached, over a final downward 
clamber, we stand upon 4 sandy rift con- 
fronted by nearly vertical walls many hun-

dred feet high, at whose base a black torrent 
pitches in a giddying onwerd slide that gives 
the beholder the sensation of siipping into an 
abyss. With so little labor may one come to 
the Colorado River in the heart of its most 
tremendous channel and gaze upon a sight 
that has fewer witnesses than have the wilds 
of Africa. 

Dwarfed by such prodigious mountain 
shores, rising immediately from the water at 
an angle that would deny footing to a moun- 
tain sbeep, it is not easy to estimate confident- 
ly the width and volume of the river. Choked 
by the stubborn granite at this point, its width 
is probably between 250 and 300 feet, its veloc- 
ity fifteen miles an hour, and its volume and 
turmoil — to the Whirlpool Rapids of 
Niagara. Its rise in time of heavy rain must 
be rapid and appalling, for the walls shed al- 
most instantly all the water that falls upon 
them. We saw drift lodged in the 
crevices 8 feet above our heads. For 
only a few hundred yards is the tortuous 
stream visible, but its effect upon the senses is 
perhaps the greater for that reason. Issuing 
as from a mountain side it slides with oily 
smoothness for a space and suddenly breaks 
into violent waves that comb back ayainst the 
current ana shoot unexpectedly here and there, 
while the volume sways tide-like from side to 
side and long curling breakers form and hold 
their outline lengthwise of the shore, despite 
the seemingly irresistible velocity of the water. 
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The river was laden with drift, huge tree 
trunks, which it tossed like chips in its terrible

persist. For it could not have been alone 
the privation, the infinite toil, the unending 
suspense in constant menace of death that 
assaulted their courage; had looked 
for; it was rather the unli loom of those 
tartarean depths, the able horrors of 
an endless valley of the ow of death, in 
which every step became as yesterday, forever 
irrevocable, no matter what might lie before. 
We camped that night where we had left the 
animals, and the next aftern: yn were back on 
the plateau. Not the most fervid 1 fa 
poet’s fancy could transcend the glories of 


morning in the depths of the cafion as we re- 


traced our way. Inky shadows, pale gildings 
of lofty spires, goiden splendors of sun beat- 
ing full on fagades of red and gr obscura- 
tions of distant peaks by veils of transient 
shower, glimpses of white towers half drowned 
in purple haze, suffusions of rosy light blend- 
ed in reflection from a hundred tinted walls. 
Through the night following our return to 
the plateau it rained heavily, and next morn- 
ing the cafion seemed to be completely filled 
with fog. As the sun mounted the curtain of 
mist suddenly broke into cloud fleeces reveal- 
ing newly-washed cafion depths between, and 
while we gazed these fleeces rose and dissi- 


pated, leaving the cafion hare. At once around 
the bases of the lowest cliffs white puffs 
began to appear, creating a scene of 
unparalleled beauty as their dagzling cumuli 
swelled and rose and their number multiplied 
until once more they overflowed the rim and 
it was asif we upon some land’s end 
looking down upon à formless void. Then 
quickly came the complete dissipation, and 
again the marshaling in the depths, the up- 
ward advance, the total suffusion and the 
9 vanishing, repeated over and over until 

© warm walls had expelled their saturation. 
When this remarkable display had ce 
and the sun had taken full possession 
of the sky we found that the descent into the 
cafion had bestowed a sense of intimacy that 
almost amounted to a comprehension and 
mental grasp of the scene. The imposing 
Temple of Sett was recognized in a just de- 
terminable pen-stroke of detail. . A memora- 
bly gorgeous Olympian height was seen to be 
nothing more than the perpendicular front 
red wall limestone, topped up 
and away by retreating summits, 
hidden from below, that reduced it 
to the unimportance of a mere girdle, 
The verdant flowered expanse of notable rug- 
gedness below the rock cabin was discover. 
able in a smal! patch of marly hue and test- 
ure, and of the territic deeps that parted the 
walls of castles and turrets we had the testi- 
mony of withers not yet unwrung, while 
towers and obstructions and cavernous fissures 
that had been deemed events of the trail were 
wholly indistinguishable. 

But such particulars cannot long hold the 
attention, for the panoramas is the real over- 
mastering charm, and is never twice the same. 
Although you think you have spelt out every 
temple and peak, as the angle of sunlight 
changes there begins a ghostly advance of 
colossal forms from the farther side, and 
what you had taken to be the ultimate wall is 
seen to be made up of still other isolated 
sculptures, revealed now for the first 
time by silhouetting shadows. The scene 
incessantly changes, flushmg and fading, 
advancing into crystalline clearness, retiring 
into slumberous haze. And for many days 
we loitered upon the rim, powerless to shake 
loose from the charm, tirelessly mtent upon 
the silent transformations that found their 
crowning moment when the sun was low in 
the west. Then the cafion sank into mys- 
terious shadow, the far Shinumo Altar was lit 
with a golden ray, and against a leaden hori- 
zon the long line of the Echo Cliffs, extend- 
ing northward into Utah, reflected a soft 
brilliance of indescribable beauty, a light that 
elsewhere surely never was on sea or land,

The recent death of Frau Marie Hoche, 
who, as already stated in Taz Trisunz, was 
an ober-lieutenant in a regiment of Hus- 
sars, recalls the story of an Irishwoman who 
enlisted when her husband was “drafted” 
and sent to Flanders.

Brighton, will be found the tombstone of 
Phoebe Hessell, who served as a grenadier 
and received the recognition of King George 
IV., who assisted her in her old age.

A man’s hands are his natural weapons of 
offense and defense. More particularly when 
he clinches them and makes fists of them. A 
woman's hands are her natural weapons too, 
hut few women know how to make a fist. So 
the women — God bless em.“ as the toast- 
masters say—will not be considered here. 

A pugilist makes his living by fighting, and 
his hands are his tools of trade. And they 
are a pigilist’s weapon in another sense, as 
was the net to the retiarius in the old amphi- 
theaters and as the foil is to the fencer. So 
when the prize-fighter goes into training he 
pays the most devoted attention to his hands. 
He wishes to harden them so that they may 
be the more formidable, the deadlier; just as 
a cavalryman sharpens his sword or a foot 
soldier cleans his rifle. The pugilist soaks his 
hands in brine while he is training—pickles 
them, indeed. Or he bathes them in alcohol 
and varpish. And when he takes long walks 
for his wind’s sake and to develop and 
strengthen the muscles of his legs the prize- 
fighter carties a stout cane or a piece of stick. 
He swings it from one hand to another, and 
constantly loosens and tightens the grasp of 
either hand on it.

By a ‘square 
fist’ I mean the one with all the knuckles on a 
straight line. The straighter the metacarpal 
bones, too, the better a fist can withstand the 
force of its own blows. 
ate from the wrist to the knuckles like the 
sticks of a fan, they are the easier broken or 
knocked out of joint. Besides, in that case, 
the wrist is small and weak. ‘The hand should 
be thick from the back to tie palm, 
but if it is thin, the larger the 
fingers the better, for they give a man a 
good grip when they are curied up in his 
palm. The hand should be muscular, not fat, 
for the force of the blows - bruises the fatty 
tissue and it swelis and becomes painful. The 
larger a strong hand the better, for its blows 
are more punishing, but all large hands are 
not strong, by a long shot. The best way to 
test the atrength of a hand, big or little, is to 
let the man grip your hand. Some amateurs 
have a grip that is stronger than that of 
any prize-fighter I ever knew. Remember, 
I am talking of bare knuckles. Gloves equal- 
ize matters, be a man’s hand fat or muscular, 
by supporting and compressing the hands. 
That is, if the gloves fit the fighter. And let

he press generally has taken De Mores 
severely to account and flung their sympathy 
away upon Mayer. On general principles 
Mayer’s death isa greater loss than would 
have been that of De Mores. All other incir 
dents leading up to and succeeding the duel 
redpund to the credit of De Mores, He was 
the challenged party and it was incumbent 
upon him to accept. Mayer was a profes 
sional swordsman, and De Mores would have 
been the coward of all other French cowards 
had he declined the challenge. But he did the 
next best thing he could. He stipulated that 
they should not get in on each other too closely 
and that the combat should cease if either 
should receive a wound that would place him 
ata disadvantage. . 

They saluted each other amicably when tak- 
i their positions, The Marquis made no 
feints. He made a rapid lunge, as is his way 
of fighting, but it was handsomely parried. 
His next thrust went through the Captain’s 
guard and the 4 rapier pierced a 
vital part of his antagonist’s just below 
the armpit. Inu an instant De Mores disen-

The Marquis then advanced toward the 
dying man and stated his regret, and took 
him by the hand.

UNE June 24, corroborates all the facts and 
circumstances of the unfortunate affair, 
wherein he says: 

„Well, as to the unfortunate Mayer duel, I 
wish to state that all efforts were made to ar- 
range this fight as gentlemen should, as can 
be seen in the procés verbal published in the 

ress. Capt. Mayer was a dangerous fencer. 

e was in perfect health, with a long reach, 
and with arm and leg accustomed to exercise 
in a salle d’arms, and in full condition. He 
had expressed the intention of killing me, I 
did not try to kill him, but when you have the 
naked point of a sword in front of you you 
fight. The moment I felt I had struck him 
I held my hand, but it was too late.“ 

It may be that the outcome of this meeting 
does not demonstrate the theory of the sur- 
vival of the fittest, but this is often the case 
so far as the result of dueling is concerned. 
It does show, however, that De Mores, a 
Frenchman anda duelist, in France, a duel- 
ing country, acted fairly and honorably 
pon cg The unwise and the unfair man 
and the one who should have been the more 
severely condemned was Capt. Mayer. He 
not only countepanced and encouraged a bar- 
barous custom and outraged his country, his 
profession, and his religion, but he threw away 
a superior life in an unlawful attempt to ex- 
tinguish an inferior one.

An Eastern Traveler Tells a Strange Story 
in Which Noah’s Ship Plays an Im- 
portant Part-Time ef the Discovery 
Was April 25, About d O’Clock—The 
Vessel Was Over 300 Yards Leng—There. 
Were Window-Like Turrets or Protru- 
sions on Top of It 

The Rev. John Joseph N D. D., LL. D., 
Chaldean Archdeacon of Babylon and Jerusa- 
lem, Pontifical Delegate-General of Malabar, 
ex- Grand Secretary of the Metropolitan Arsh- 
diocese of India and Persia, and a great 
many other things besides, claims to have 
made a unique discovery. He says that he 
has seen vpon the highest peak of Mount 

Ararat the very ark in which Noah once gath- 

ered fepresentatives of all the living things of 

the earth and made a long, wearisome voyage. 

Dr. Nouri, who arrived in San Francisco 
on the steamer China a week ago, telis his 
story through the columns of the San Fran- 


cisco Examiner, for which paper he has also

made a sketch of the ark as he beheld it rest- 
ing upon the mountain. 
me accuunt runs as follows: 

It was April 25, at about 20’clock in the 
afternoon, that I finally saw the ark upon the 
mountain. 

There were with me Kahtaman, Augus- 
tine, Ahanna, Assyrian Christians, men of 
the desert, and Mohammedans, owners of the 
horses and donkeys or masters aud guides of 
the caravan. 

** We had journeyed slowly and with great 
effort up the side of the lofty cone, which 
reaches to a height of about 18,000 feet. 

** We had previously attempted the ascension 
of both this and the other peak, that it was in 
March, and we went below to the foothills 
and remained there for another month. 

On this occasion much of the snow on the 
lower part of the mountain had melted and 
was trickling d wn. As we got above this and 
on the great layers of snow we toiled mainly 
with alpenstocks ef exceedingly bard and 
heavy wood from Kurdistan, on boundary 
between Turkey and Persia, 

bad got ahead and was making my way 
as persistently as possible, my face being to- 


ward the northeast. I had reached a height |

Io 1t was over 300 yards long, and it 
stood up fully 100 feet high.
